The Montreal Banquet. 


The first of the series of banquets which 
the Grits ot several large cities are to give 
in honor of their leader took place in Mon- 
treal on the night of Tuesday, the 29th 
ultimo. It was largely attended, and 
proved to be a success in every particular 
except the main one, namely the speech of 
the gentleman in whose honor it was held. 
Whether it was that he felt himself reatrict- 
ed in his utterances by being obliged to 
forego his usual aneering references to the 
Province of Quebec; whether he felt he had 
nothing new to say on the great question 
that so lately engaged the attention of 
Parliament, and as to which his speeches 
and those of his follewers had exhausted 
the subject from the Opposition point of 
view; or whether the labors of the session 
had been too mush for him, we caanot 
tell. Certain {t is, however, that Mr. 
Blake's speech on this momentous occasion 
—asn occasion when he was bidding for the 
: support of the people of the great Province 
of Quebec—was as fiat and doll and dreary 
& production asever was. perpetrated. by 
any of the bores of his party who empty 
the House of Commons when they rise in 
that august body for the purpose of mak- 
ing a set speech. (The speech consisted of 
but three topics, namely the Pacifico Rail- 
. way, the tariff and the twonty years’ 
struggle for Responsible Government. In 
regard to the first he sald nothing new; as 
to the second he was careful not to commit 
himself to more than a readjustment ot 
the tariffto the extent of repealing or lessen. 
Ing the duties on raw materials in the event 
of that very unlikely contingency, name- 
ly his party being successful in the general 
elections of 1883; and as to the third topio 
ho gave some not very interesting rominis- 
conces of hie bdyliood. Altogether, the 
speech was alike unworthy of Mr. Blake 
and of the occasion, as not a single new 

{dea was broached in it—not even a 
theoretical reform as much as hinted at. 

The real hero of the occasion was Mr. 
Huntington, who assured his hearers that 
the Grits would not materiallyalter the tariff, 
and would not interfere with theindustries 

created under it, winding up with a de- 
claration of peace and good-will to all men, 
especially the so-calléd ‘fultra-montanes,”’ 
whom he so severely denounced in his 
famous speech in Argontoull in 1876. 

Evidently Mr. Blake will need the mom- 
ber for Shetford to sccompany him in any 
missiorisry tour which he may undertake 
fn Quobec.

VLING OF TAH JOINT VOM- 
MBWLING OF A 


The Site of the Forry Landing to 
bo Changed, 


Works and Ferry Committoos 
mot jointly yeatorday afternoon, chiefly for 
the purpose of ¢ onsidering Capt, Jollett’s 
petition The petition asked eithor for the 
compulsory romoyal of tho railway siding con- 
structed by Messrs. Downoy & Preston, noar 
their grain elevator, or for tho locating of a 
now forry elip 

Tho petition having boen road, 

Ald, Lingbam said that the question to be 
considered waa whether it would bo more 
advisable to reniove tho siding or locate a now 
forry slip: Hoeaid further that there was a 
proposition from tho citizens to the effect that 
iC a olijy was vovatructed at Bushy Toland they 
would subscribe $2,000 towarda filling up tho 
open space between the Island and the main- 
land, 


The Publio 


Ald. Costello, Chairman of the Ferry Com- 
mittee, said it was absurd to think of con- 
struotiog a alip at Bushy Ivland. Ie would 
cost fully $8,000 to carry oat that work, and 
the aig hy would not be beneficial to the city, 
on account of its being so far away. Woe al- 
roady had a forry alip, constructed at a cost 
of $3,000, which was lying unused, Atan 
additional expense of $2,000 this could be pat 
into a condition to meot all the requirements 
of the Prince Edward trade, Weshould do 
all in our power to incroase our trade with 
Prince Edward, which was of great yaluo to 
the city. 

Ald. Vanduson said that the only advantage 
to bo gained by the Bushy Island route will 
bo, that the forry will run longer ye tho 
soason, as the ice on that route did not form 
xo early in tho fall nor break up 80 lato in the 
spring, as on the present route. Ho would, 
on the whole, fayor the remoyal of the landiog 
to the Prince Edward slip. 

Ald, Clarke said the length of time gainol 
by adopting the Bushy Island route would 
not be more than two or three days. 

Ald, Starling said he found, on consulting 
Bolgor’s chart, that the water within four 
obains of Bushy Island was only four fect in 
dopth. He moved that in the opinion of this 
Committoo it is desirable that the site of the 
forry slip should be changed, on account of 
tho bad state of the approach to it. 

Ald, Frost did not think that a change was 
desirable at present. The approach to the 
slip was not in such a bad state as had been 
represented, 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Marsh, lessee of the Street Railway, 
was, on motion, heard. He explained his 
reasons for removing the Street Railway 
from the city. Tho road, he said, had not 
paid him as well as ho had expected, and as 
he had doubts as to the future of the city ho 
did not think that his proporty would grow 
very rapidly in valne. While in Ottawa re- 
cently he had met gontlemen from Winnipeg, 
who entered into negotiations with him in 
regard to the sale of tho railway. The result 
of the negotiations had been satisfactory to 


him, and the only thing necessary to com- 
plete the sale was his consent, e wished 
to explain that he did not wish to push the 
stecet railway out of the city. He had the 


city’s intetost at he»rt, and he would rather 
retain the road here than remoyo it to Winni- 
pog. He believed that the road might be 
worked profitably under favorable circum- 
stances; but he could not make it pay with o 
double line of conveyances rifmning to and 
from the station at the samo rate as charged 
on the road. In answer to a question, he said 
he would be willing to sell the road to tho 
city for $2,000 less than had been offered him 
in Winnipeg ; or he could probably sell it to 
private individuals here if the city would pro- 
teot it.

Wisconsiao’s Pet Gone. 


Mapison, Wis., March 27.—‘'Old Abe,” 
Wisconsin's war eagle, died at the capitol 
last night. The bird wassold to the 8th 
Wisconsin infantry in 1861 and was with 
the regiment four yearsin the army. At 
the close of the war he was presented to the 
State, He has been all over the nation 
since. In 1865, at the great fair in Chi- 
cago, his exhibition netted $16,000, and 
at the Milwaukie fair the samo year, $6,- 
000. He was four months at the conten- 
nial in Philadelphia. All the State offi- 
cials, headed by Governor, visited and 
viewed the remains of the historical bird, 


To ne Dissotvep.—The Prince Edward 
Island Assembly will be dissolved at the 
end of the present session, when the Gov- 
ernment will appeal to the country on the 
issue of the abolition of both Houses of tho 
present Legislature, and the substitution 
therefor of a Legislative Assembly of bf- 
teen members in lieu of forty-three. 


Anorrion.—Another fataloase of abor- 
tion has occurred in this province, tne vic- 
tim being the daughter of a farmer named 
John King, in Keppel. The coroner's jury 
returned a verdict to the effect that de- 
ceased came to her death by abortion by 
means of medicine administered by her 
own hand, and incriminating her brother, 
who is said to haye procured the medicine, 
and who has been arrested, 


InTERESTING Reutcs.—The Ottawa Free 
Press says :—‘‘A Government official is in 
possession of several historical relics,among 
which are: A cane and umbrella, which 
belonged to Napoleon I., and which were 
used by him at St. Helena ; a dirk, the 
property of Lord Nelson, when a midship- 
man ; a cutlass used on board the Victory 
at Trafalgar ; the sword worn by Sir David 
Baird at the storming of Seringapatam ; an 
Afghan knife, taken from a prisoner at 
Lucknow, during the mutiny, and the 
stiletto with which Spiletti stabbed Mr, 
Posonby, at Naples, in 1831.

A Goop Moysment.—A movement is on 
foot in England to extend the adyantages 
of the Post Office Savings Bank system hy 
opening branch'sayings banks under tho 
control of the department at large factories 
when wages are being paid. A few weeks 
ago one of the partners of the firm of 
Messrs. Bass, at Burton-on-Trent, applied 
to the Postmaster-General to allow an offi- 
cial from the local post office to attend at the 
works at the time wages were paid in order 
to open a post office savings bank on the 
premises, and Messrs. Bass would pay all 
the expenses. Directly the proposal had 
been read to him he cordially assented to 
have it carried out. It had been in opera- 
tion for some weeks. If other firms would 
make similar proposals on like conditions, 
Mr. Fawcett promised to give effect to 
them as far as the resources of the local 
post office would allow. Suoh a system is 
to be highly commended, as calculated to 
inspire and promote habits of thrift where 
they are often entirely absent. 


DeatH oF A Norasre Prinoce.—The 
cable announces the death of the Sirdar 
Bahadur Nawab Gholam Hussein Khan, 
0. S. I,, who was one of the most notable 
princes in India. He sided consistently 
with the British in their war of conquest 
against the tribes of the Northwest Pro- 
vinces, His assistance to Lieutenant Rey- 
nell Taylor enabled that officer with a 
few untrained levies and two old cannon — 
the only shot for which were stones—to 
reduce by siege the fort of Lahi, which was 
defended by 500 men and ten guns. During 
the mutiny he placed his Mooltanl horae- 
mon at the service of the British ; took part 
in no less than sixteen engagoments,and all 
he received for his assistance was the title 
of Khan Bahadur, the Third Olass Order 
of Merit, the Mutiny Medal and a pension 
of £60 ayear. After the suppreaion of the 
revolt he went as British envoy to Usbyl, 
and returned thither to open negotiations 
before the late Afghan war, Failing in 
this he retired to a small estate in_ the 
Banpu district. A Punjaub officor said of 
him, ** Gholam Hassein Khan {s a perfect 
gentleman, with chivalrous ideas of honor, 
a peacemaker among his equals, kind and 
benevolent to those under him. In soldier- 
like spirit thero was not his superior in 
India,”

Upon my arrival in Wionipeg, I sent you a 
vory biiof account of my travel from Bolleville 
tothe Manitoban capital; and now I am 
going to tell you about my trip over the prai- 
raio west,tho woathor that is oxporionced, the 
evidence of the people that I met concernin 
tho climate of the groat North-West, and at 
the olass of poople that mado up the party 
conducted by Mr, Taylor, the Grand Trunk 
Immigration conductor, that left Ontario on 
March 2nd, | Just before proceeding farther, 
lot mo kay that Winnipeg is rapidly improving 
both in size and in appearance, ‘Lhe predic. 
tions of Prof. Macoun concerning Winnipeg 
ure rapidly beiog realized. Building operations 
will bo very brisk this summer in that city, 
A promioont contractor informed me while 
ataying in the city, that contracting was vory 
probable, Good carpenters would there draw 
this coming summer $3 por day. It is com- 
monly considered among buililers and con- 
tractors that there will be upwards of two 
millione of dollars’ worth of buildings rected 
within tho city limits this present year, It 
would bo well for the idle hands around 
Bolleville to direct their attention westward, 
Among the buildings to be erected this year 
will be tho Parliameat buildings, the Lieuten- 
ant Governor's residence, and five new and 
costly churches, The Methodist body will 
put up church built in the form of an ame. 
phitbeatre, that will cost nearly 330,000, 

After avery short stay in Winnipeg we 
pushed across the prairie as hurriedly as pos- 
sible to avoid the bad roads. The snow is 
rapidly disappearing aud sleighing is very 
nearly a thing of the past. However by an 
early movement I succeeded in reaching 
Rapid Ci'y without auy serious trouble, 
after enjoying one of the most ploasant drives 
that I ever experionced in all wy life, jour- 
neying over one hundred and sixty imiles 
atross a broad undulaticg prairie, wrapped in 
a mantleof white glistening snow, with a 
bright, warm sua overhead, a clear, dry 
atmosphere, and in rome districts where set- 
tlement is thin, everything appearing motion- 
less, not a sound to be heard save the ringing 
and the echoing of the sleigh bolls, shaken by 
the motion of a fast team of horses, 

The weather sinco my arrival in this coun- 
try is the finest that I ever epjoyed, and the 
settlers all have tho same story to tell when 
naked about their winter, and that is, they 
never saw anything like it, it was so very 
mild and calm, and althoug the thermometer 
went very low in the earlier part of the win- 
ter, still it did not appear cold. I send you 
a statement of the degrees of temperature as 
taken by Mr, William Kain, living near 
Rapid City.

This atatement shows very plainly that 
they or we have been enjoying finer weather 
ia the North-West this winter than what was 
experienced in Ontario. 

will give you the result of a few inquiries 
I made in the train coming out, which will gw 
to prove to those who are in an unsettled 
atate in Ontario, and who would like to make 
a change, that their is just as good a field for 
their labor in the great North-West of Canada 
as there is in Minnesota or Dakota,and where 
they will zee? just as great return for tho at- 
tention they bestow upon their land, 

Daniel W. McCuaig, a young man formerly 
from the township of Lochiel, Glengarry 
county, Ontario, had on board tho special one 
car load of stock, taking it to bis farm near 
Oakland, seven miles northeast of Portage La 
Peairie where he settled four years ago next 
May. He and his three brothers last fall reap- 
od 5,500 bushels of grain,and netting a profit of 
over $1,200, which is pretty good considering 
that a new settler has always a heavy ex- 
ponse to meet and prices of everything hizb. 
They have a large frame house and an exten- 
sive granary with a capacity of 10,000 bush- 
cls. He would not go back to Glongarry 
again to farm upon any consideration, having 
collected togetherin the short space of time 
that he bas been here 8 head of horses and 
30 head of stock. Let somo of the young 
farmers of our county look at this and ask 
themselves aro they not spending their time 
to very little account by remaining inan old 
settled country, trying to gain an indepond- 
ency where it costs almost a life, or the pleas- 
uro of of a life, to furnish thomselves with 
enough of that what we are striving to 
amass to keop us in our riper years free from 
the abuses that the moneyliss part of the 
world are subject to, and have with calloused 
hands and tottering norve to yield to,the pres- 
sure of those brain maddening demands, 

I purpose te give fon for tho benefit of 
your readera a8 much of this kind ot news as 
possible, because | know of nothing more sat- 
isfying and conclusive than a candid state- 
ment of what one actually sees in the course 
of their travels, and depend upon it I will 
tell the truth in every instance, and oven 
that, tho trath, will appoar to an Antapionian

The Globe is peculiarly jubilant over the 

victory in East Northumberland, at which 
wo are not at all surprised, considering 
that it was tho firat ray of hope for its party 
since the elections in 1878. The (lobe is 
very anxious to break the force of tho 
position assumed by its party in raising the 
religious cry in this contest, and trios to 
cast the blame upon the shoulders of the 
Orangemen, in its remarks that it was 
‘(prepared to believe that part of Mr, 
“ Crouter’s majority was duo to the un- 
** willingness ofthe Orangemon to follow the 
‘lead of their Grand Masters. This is 
an attempt to convey an impression that 
the Orangemen are as narrow-minded and 
bigoted as the Grits who raised the howl. 
The best answer to this is to be found in 
the fact that all Catholics who havo scats 
in the Commons of Canada represent 
Conservative constituencies, while on the 
other hand, the Grits did not elect a man 
of that faith in Ontario, from the fact that 
they nover gave one of them a nomination 
except in a constituency which thoy wore 
certain to lose, This is a fact which it 
would be well for the Jrsh Canadian to 
bear in mind when it next pretends to 
support a candidate, and at the same time 
denounces those who try honestly to elect 
him. 

Let us notice the reasoning of the Globe 
and the deductions it drawa from the poll- 
ing in East Northumberland. It says:— 
‘The fact that Mr. Kennedy ran as a 
« Roman Catholic converted a majority of 6 
‘against Mr. Keeler in Percy and Hast- 
‘ings in 1878 into a majority of 163 for 
«Mr. Kennedy last week, a Liboral loss of 
*©169. The Murray Oanal question re- 
“ duced a majority of 96 against Mr, Keel- 
‘fer in Murray Township in 1878 to a 
“majority of 7 against Mr. Kennedy, 4 
‘Liberal loas of 89. The majority there- 
“fore, for Mr. Crouter should have been 
‘*on a square issue, and would no doubt 
‘*have been at any other than a bye clec- 
‘tion, at least 300, making every allow- 
‘*ance for Orange repugnance to a Roman 
“ Oatholic eandidate.” If these facts 
mean anything, and if there is any argu- 
ment in the figures given, the only deduc- 
tion that can be drawn from thom is that 
politics did not enter into the contest at 
all. Let us look at the facts as they stand, 
and we find that in 1878 Murray gave Mr. 
Biggar a large majority, Mr. Biggar being 
a resident of that township, At the 
same election, Colborne and Oramahe gave 
Mr. Keeler a respectable majority, it being 
the township in which he lived at the last 
election. Those municipalities gave Mr. 
Crouter a respectable majority, thus revers- 
ing the vote. In 1878, Peroy, Hastings, 
and Warkworth gave a small majority 
against Mr. Keeler, At the election just 
closed these municipalities gave a sweeping 
majority for Mr. Kennedy, he living and 
doing business at Warkworth. Brighton 
and the townships adjoining, at the election 
in 1878, gaye a small majority to Mr, Big- 
gar, but at tho election just closed, Mr. 
Orouter received 186 majority in the town- 
ship and some 48 in the village, it being the 
section of country in which Mr. Urouter 
lives. So that wo find that at each election 
the locality in which the candidate lived 
gave large majoritios in favor of what is 
termed the ‘home man.” Bnt, saya the 
Globe, if it had been a * squaro isaue,’’ Mr. 
Crouter’s majority would have been at least 
300. Let us reverno this reasoning, and 
nay that had Colborne and Cramaho romain- 
ed true to their vote of 1878, and not been 

swayed by prejudice, and Seymour cast tho 
same vote forKennedy thatit did for Keeler 
—and had Brighton, eto., not been swayed 
by local considerations, the Conservative 
majority would haye been trom 400 to 500. 
All this kind of reasoning is absurd. Thore 
was but one reason for Mr. Kennedy's de- 
feat, and that was the howl raised by the 
Grit party against the man and the oreod 
ho professed. Even this is shamelossly 
blazoned forth in the extract given abovo, 
when tho Globe says, ‘‘ Mr. Kennedy ran 
as a Roman Oatholic.” This is not correct, 
Mr. Kennedy defined his position boldly 
and honestly as a supporter of the Govorn- 
mont of which Bir John was the head, do- 
claring himself to have been a supporter of 
that gentleman for the past thirty years, 
and as such he asked support. It was the 
Grits who raised tho religious cry, and not 
Mr. Konnody. It is, therefore, a slander 
on the part of the Globe tofjsay that he ran 


asa Roman Catholic, or that he wos sup- 
ported on that ground, while it is true that 
the Grit candidate declared that it was a 
contest between Roman Catholicism and 
Protestantism, and not a political ono. 
‘This, with the aid rendered by tho Jrish 
Canadian, succeeded in electing Mr. Orou- 
ter. No matter how much the Globe and 
its echoista may attempt to cover up their 
old tactics, theese are facts which cannot be 
oontroverted.

Blectric Lights in London. 


From the London News. 


The electric lighting which is about to begin 
in the city is the largest an‘! most important 
experimest of the kind which has yct been 
carried out in London. Hitherto the clectric 
light has been used, as on the Thames Em- 
bankment and Waterloo bridge, in conjauotion 
with gas; but in tho Ge the thoroughfares 
selected are to be lighted by electricity alone. 
The Embankment lights are put out and the 
gas lamps lighted at 10 in the evening ; in the 
city the gas will not be used at all, the electric 
lighting being continued all night. The first 
district begins with Blackfriars bridge, and 
extends along Bride street, Ludgate Hill, the 
north side of St, Paul’s Church yard, and down 
Cheapside as faras King street, The distance 
is 1,648 yards, and is to be lighted by the 
Brush system, which is in use in Palace Yard. 
At King street the Siemens system will b gin, 
and will extend along the rest of Cheapside, 
the Poultry, Mansion House atrect, King Wil- 
liam street, and Adelaide street, and across 
London Bridge. The same aystem will be ex- 
tended down King street, Queen street, and 
Mansion House streot. The whole length of 
street covered by the Siemens light will be 
1,821 yards. Another district to the south of 
these will be lighted by the Jablohkoff lamps, 
like the Embankment. It will include South- 
wark bridge, Queen Victoria street, a distance 
of 1,703 yards, The experiment is to be con- 
tinued for a year, at an outlay of about £6,- 
000. There is acurious difference in the three 
systems. ‘The Siemens system, for which the 
lofty lamp-posts are now being erected near 
the Mansion House, has the smallest district, 
but will cost for the year £3,720; the Jabloch- 
koff, which has a somewhat larger space to 
light, is to do it for £2,930 ; while the Brush, 
which’ covers more space than the first and 
rather less than the second, 1s to cost only 
£1,410. The whole experiment is now to be 
tried under conditions which will afford a fair 
test of the three systems: but, to mako the 
comparison with gas at all fair, an equal area 
should be lighted with the shadowless burn- 
ers, 20 that the amount of light got from the 
gas may be as nearly as possible the same as 
that which will be given by the electric lights. 


Manutacturing Items. 


( From the Monetary Times) 


The Young Manufacturing Company is 
about evlarging and refitting the building on 
Merrick Street in Hamilton formerly Herd 
& Roberts ; for a woollen and shoddy gcods 
factory, i 

The shares in a joint stock company which 
shall erect works at Aylmer for evaporating 
and canning fruit and veg tables, have been 
subscribed in that placo and neighborhood, 
Work is to be begun very shortly. 

Clinton has a flax mill, of which Mr, D, A. 
Forrester is the owner. It is worth noticing 
that the fuel for the engine, which was mate 
by the Thompson Williams Co'y at Stratford, 
is the refuse of flax, nothing else, The mill 
is 45% 70 ft., and the barn 40140 feot, 
The number of hands omployed varies from 
16 just now to 60 in thorummer, (00 tons was 
treated last season at this factory. The 
“scutchers” are wheels with iron spokes or 
knives radiating from them, to beat out or 
scutch the flax, which has preyiously been 
threshed. Aftor the soutobing process the 
“tow” haying beon romoved is packed in 
balos, to be used in making twine, coarse 
thread cloth and cyen paper, the remainder 
is called “live flax’ used for making linea 
fabrics. 

Portsamoutb, near Kingston, has a brush 
factory in contemplation, the moving spirit in 
it being Mr, H,P, Lindsay who was formorly, 
we believe, manager of tho Napanee Brush 
Company. Ho thinks that $10,000 will sot 
the enterprise sgoing. f 

The manufacture of cotton in this country 
is developing fast. We understand that the 
direotora of the Hochelaga Ootton Company 
arosonding thoir enginoer to England, to 
order $200,000 worth of now machinory. 
Tho Stormont Cotton Milla Company it is 
said is alwo ordoring $150,000 worth. 

The St. John, N. B., Bolt Company was 
formally oponed in that city a wook ago. It 
employs about thirty hands at tho start, and 
intends using Londonderry, N. S., iron, 
which is very suitable for that purpose. Tho 
capital stook of the company is fixed at $30,- 
000, of which about $20,000 has been sub- 
soribod and paid up.

The Newtoundland Seal Fishers. 

Commander E. T, Woodward, commandin 
the Yantic, which has just arrived at Norfolk 
from St. Joha’s, Nowfoundland, where sho 
wont to got the remains of the late Passed 
Assistant Paymaster Baughman, submits to 
the Navy Departmont a detailed report of the 
voyaye.

-** Whilo in 8t. John’s we had the opportu. 
nity of witnessiug the sailing of the sealing 
floot, tho steamers of which floct started for 
the fisheries on the morning of March 10th, 
The sailing veseols started on tno lst, an they 
wero allowod.by law to do. The sealing 
fisheries of Newfoundland are stoadily declin- 
ing since the introduction of steam. Before 
that time there were about 200 vesscls,of from 
50 to 150 tons, engaged in the business, om- 
ploying about 12,000 men, all of whom wore 
seamen. Bat at tho prosont day thero aro 
clearing from the port of St. John's twelve 
steamers aor three sailing vessols,with a total 
tonnage of 5,107 tons, carrying 3,204 men,and 
from other ports about 1,00) meu find em- 
ployment, making only about 4,000 men 
against 12,000 a fow years ayo; and none ot 
these men are able seamen, as these veesols aro 
manned by a special crew, with firemen, &o., 
and the rest are only soalers, who take and 
kill seals.

Many of those who go away from Cana- 
da to the Western States do not oven 
get manna, One hoarse occasionally of 
somo ove ‘‘atriking oil,” but of the 
hundrods and thousands who fail but 
little is heard. On this point a correspond- 
ent of the Windsor, N. S., Afail says :— 
“Whon in the States afew weeks ago, | saw 
at leasta dozen men from this place who 
were earning merely sufficient to pay their 
board, they would gladly return if thoy had 
tho means. Two of the number have faiil- 
jes here depending upon charity, oue has 
sent home to his wife and children two dol- 
lars this winter, and the othor nothing, 
simply because they could not earn it, The 
samo men could haye been employed at 
home cutting wood at 60cts. per cord, but 
they preferred ‘going to the Statos.’” 

In corroboration of the fact that all is 
not sunshine in the Western States, we aro 
permitted to make the following extract 
from @ letter written by a clergyman who 
had sottled in Kilbourn City, Wisconsin : 


Kinsovrn Crry, March, 1851. 

T have had enough of Wisconsin and intend to 
go back to Gants as soon as possible. Tho 
golden prospect that was held ont to induce me 
to come here was like the apples of Sodom— 
beantiful till touched, when they all turn to 
dust, I shall go back to Canada a much poorer 
but wiser man. 


The experience of the writer of the above 
is but that of thousands of othera, who, 
deceived by the glowing statements of land 
and immigration agents, were led to ima- 
gine the Western States a paradise, but 
havo found themselves sadly mistaken, and 
would gladly return to Canada if they 
could. Despite the unpatriotic deprecia- 
tion of our North-west Territories by Mr. 
Blake in 1879, those who are inclined to 
follow Horace Greeley’s advice and ‘‘go 
West,” will find in our North-west much 
better soil and climate and better business 
openings than in the Western States—oven 
Mr. Blake’s Eden—Kanaas, 


A Disgusted Organ. 


Previous to the two last elections the 
London Advertiser was disgusted with the 
result of the by-elections, and no wonder, 
for the result then had beena gain of six 
seats to the Government and the conse- 
quent knocking into the proverbial cocked 
hat of all the prophecies of a great reaction 
against the Government in whichthe Adver- 
tiser, in common with many of ita co-lab- 
orers in the cause of ‘‘ Liberalism” hayo 
indulged during the past two years.

Tho Newfoundland Troasuror in his re- 
cent budget speech showed, as wo gather 
from an exchange, that the revenue of 
Newfoundland for 1880 was $928,565, a 
decréaso of over $60,000 as compared with 
1879, caused by smaller importations of 
molasses, sugar, tobacco, rum, brandy, 
whiskey, gin and wines. Tho total expen- 
diture was $1,105,490. The amount still 
to credit of Newfoundland’s share of the 
Halifax fishery award is $746,277. Tho 
consolidated and debentures debt of the 
colony on the 31st af December last was 
$1,150,990, but this has since been re- 
duced by $100,000. During the year 132 
yessels of 4,998 tons wore constructed on 
which a drawback of $14,896 was paid.

A lotter from British Columbia states that 
the contractors for the British Columbia sec- 
tion will have five thousand men at work on 
the line shortly, about half the number being 
Chinese,

FRANCE AND CANADA. 


Organization of an International 
Steamship Compauy. 


af An Bxtonsive Immigration Schome. 


Lonpon, April 4,—Mr., J. H, Perrault, who 
has been to Paris promoting the formaticn of 
a rernnee-Genadan steamship company to 
tako advantage of tho subsidy to be given by 
the Canadian and French Governmonts for 
steamship service between the two countrics, 
arrived in Montreal on Monday last,and came 
to Ottawa to-day. Hoe claims to havo boen 
entirely successful in forming a powerful 
European syndicate, composed of social, polit- 
ical and financial leaders in Paris and on the 
Continent, representing capital to the amount 
of 350,000,000 franca, and willing to under. 
take the service, This syndicate has received 
the approval of the Ministre de Porte and 
Minister of Marine cf France, and only noods 
like approval from the Canadian Government 
to enter upon tho work, They will engage 
to put chartered vessels on the fortnightly 
servioy between the two countries within 
sixty days from the date of the conclusion of 
the arrangements, and will build stoamshipa 
as rapidly as possible specially for this line to 
continue the service. Mr, Perrault is the 
bearer of a detinite proposition from the part. 
ies to the Canadian Government, which ho 
will submit at an early day, 

Tn connection with the steamship syndicate 
another company has been formed for the pur- 
pose of establishing colony in the Canadian 
North-West. For this some two and a half 
million francs are pledged. It is propozed to 
establish the colony on the line of the Pacific 
Railway inacompact body. For this purpose 
some eight townships will be needed to begin 
with, r, Perrault while on the way from 
Paris visited the offices of the Pacific Hailway 
Syndicate in London and arranged satisfactory 
terms withthem, They professed themselves 
much pleased with the prospect of a powerful 
colonization company undertaking to settle a 
portion, of their lands, and are understood to 

ave given very favorable terms to the pro- 
moters, Should the steamship syndicete suc- 
ceéd in obtaining the agreement sought with 
the Canadian Government the colonization 
company, also represented by Mr. Perrault, 
will negotiato for the alternate blocks of land 
belonging to the Government, so that the lands 
obtained from the Syndicate and the Govern- 
ment will form a compact block for the colo- 
ny. The colonization scheme is designed as 
subsidiary to the steamship line, and will pro- 
mote emigration to Canada from France. The 
company will furnish each emigrant a lot of 
land, with a portion of it made ready for a 
crop, and a house erected in advance. They 
will also supply one yoke of oxen, farming 
implements, and eced and provisions sufficient 
to keep the family till the first crop is grown, 
the whole at cost, and to be repaid with in- 
terest at 6 per cent, in ten equal annual pay- 
ments, It is intended immediately that the 
proposals are accepted to enter upon the prep- 
aration of the lands, so as to have this year’s 
ploughing done and the buildings erected in 
advanco for next year, preparatory to a large 
influx of emigrants then and in the following 
years For this purpose emigrants brought 
out this year will be employed at good wages 
by the company, making the improvements 
himself, also erecting saw and flouring mills,

While in Paris promoting these extensive 
and important schemes, Mr. Perrault deliver- 
ed a number of lectures on these subjects, 
which were reported and extensively publish- 
ed in the Paris newspapers ; and he read pre- 
pared papers before the Paris Chamber of 
Commerce and other similar bodies represent- 
ing various interests in France. He had like- 
wise repeated interviews with President Greyy 
and membora of the French Government. A 
very deep interest was taken in the several 
projects by leading statesmen, publicists, 
manufacturers, and exporters. In this con- 
nection the Paris Chamber of Commerce have 
decided to hold an exhibition of French goods 
in Montreal in September next, They will 
also at that time send out special commission- 
ers to inquire and report concerning the chance 
of securing their supplies of breadstuffs and 
other products of Canada direct, Mr. Per- 
rault speaks very hopefully of the tariff revi- 
sion now being made in the French Parlia- 
ment, and has no doubt that Canada will be

Whatever room there may be for difference 
of opinion as tothe merits or demerits of a 
particular tariff, there can,among honest men, 
be no difference of opinion as to the advis- 
ability of honestly and rigidly enforeing an 
existing tariffas long as it remans in force, 
If the tariff be a bad one, nothing will re- 
move it 80 speedily as its proper enforve- 
ment ; if it be a good one its benefits cannot 
be realized so long as itis not properly en- 
forced. 

Tho circumstances connected with the con- 
tract for tho Chaudiero Bridgo, at Ottawa, 
folly illustrates tho truth of the last remark. 
When the tenders forits construction were 
called, two Canadian and five American com- 
panies tendered, and upon their being opened 
the two Canadian tenders stood lowest on the 
list, with the exception of that of Messrs, 
Clarke, Reeves & Co,, of Philadelphia, who 
were acvordingly awarded the contract. When 
the bridge arrived it was, however, entered 
at such a ridiculously low yaluation,compared 
with the contract price, ($112,000) that the 
authorities seized it for under-valuation, Of 
course the Americau contractors and their 
agents complained loudly of the treatment 
they were receiving at the hands of tho pre- 
sent cnergetic and determined Minister of 
Customs and his subordinates. Tho thiog 
thing was an outrage instigated by jealous 
Canadian competitors, The investigation, how- 
ever wont on, and after an examination by ox- 
perts into tho whole matter Messrs, Clarko, 
Reoves & Co,, have not only had to pay the sum 
of $26,000 in cash over and above tho amount 
they intended to pay, and nearly three times 
the difference between their own and the 
noxt lowest tender, but one of the experts 
in his report calls attention to the necos- 
nity whioh existe for a strict system of 
inspection into all entries of iron work 
imported into the Dominion, and adda that in 
this particular item of bridge work ontrios 
have boon made at from threo to throo-and:a- 
half conte por pound whon it should havo 
beon valued at from five to six cents por 
pound, and in an artiole upon tho subject tho 
Monetary Times caloulates that within the 
sant five yoars tho Dominion has boon de- 
eased out of fally $40,000, ohiefly by this 
firm, in this one itom alone, and recommonds 
that tho Ministor of Customs proceed against 
thom for the purpose of secovering all tho 
money they appear to have dofrauded the 
country avtel —a suggertion in which we 
conour see 

Whilo we would not have the Ministor of 
Customs aud those under him treat evory im: 
porter as & rogue, it isobvious that in order 
to do simple justice to the honost importer a 
vory sharp look-out muat be kopt on all. The 
honost man will bo benetitted by it, whilo the

Vory pretty effects aro produced by the use of

Baily Hutelliqeucer, 


To Fasten Oloth on Wooden Sur- 
faces. 

The following is said to bo an oxcellent 
tnothod of fastening cloth to the top of tables 
desks, oto. : Mako a mixture of 2} pounds of 
wheat flowor, 2 tablospoonfuls of powdered 
rosin, and 2 tablespoonfuls of powdored alum; 
rub tho mixturoin a suitable veusel, with 
Wator, toa uniform, smooth paste ; transfor 
this to a small kottle overa fire, and stir un- 
til tho pasto is porfectly humogencous without 
lumps. As soon au tho mass has become 4o 
stiff that tho stirror remains upright in it 
transfor it to anothor vessel and cover it up so 
that no bkin may form on its surface, This 
paste is applied in a very thin layer to the 
surface of the table; the cloth, or loather, is 
then laid and pressed upon it, and smoothed 
with « roller, The ends aro catoff after dry- 
ing. If leathor ia to be fastened on, this must 
lirst bo moistened with water. Tho paste ia 
thon applied, and the leather ruabbod smooth 
with a cloth. —Scientifie News,

Raspberry Culture Made Nasy. 


It is a source of common regret with farm 
ere that small fruits require 80 mach care and 
attention, and that, too, in the season when 
thoy aro hardest at work at soniething elso, 
Field work must be done at all events, aod so 
the ‘berry patch’ strugglos on single-handed 
with weeds and grass till it sub‘nits to the in- 
evitablosward. Some yeara ago, coming into 
possession of a batch of »black-cap raspberries 
that had received the usual shiftless culture, 
I treated them in the following way: After 
carefully ploughing and hoeing them, covered 
the ground with a heavy layer of strawy ma- 
nure, and the work was done, not only for that 
year, but for the two years following, only 
renewing the mulch each spring. Only 
fow straggling Canada thistles will oyer grow 
throngh sack « muloh; the soil ix always rich 
and moist, and the berries can ask no better 
treatment, Since that t me I have tried the 
same y= without removing the sod, and find 
that the result iy quite as satisfactory. Late 
48 it isin the season now, any raspberry plot 
can be reclaimed by a liberal application from 
the horae manure pile. Farmers, try it, aod 
you will not need to complain that berries coat 
more than they are worth,—J. C., in N. Y. 
Tribnne.

Lawn Grasses. 


A lawn always handsome adds great beauty 
to any country or village residence ; but the 
matter of making and keeping it so is found 
somo trouble by many. We have mixtures 
of seeds, sold by seedamen, claimed to be 
specially adapted to the lawn, but they often 
fail to prove entirely satisfactory. A” better 
result 18 often attained by simply relying 
upon manuriog with manure from stock fed 
on old meadow hay. Either of the following 
grasses will give alone a fine sod, and often 
succeed where other varieties will not: Poa 
aniua, a soft, dwarf grass, common around 
back doors of old residences, foot paths, and 
shaded places, will often succeed in places 
where no other grass will grow,such as on the 
northerly side of buildings, or beneath the 
drip of trees. It also thrives admirably in 
shaded angles much trodden, Probably the 
seed of this little poa (which is true to name), 
sold in this country, is imported. A small 
quantity of seed suffices to cover the ground 
in a fow years, where there is sufficient rich- 
ness of soil. The other species is that very 
common wayside grass, a species ot red-top, 
which differs from ordinary red-top (Agrostis) 
as sold in tho seed stores, in size and charac- 
ter of growth. This grass is specially adapt- 
ed for dry and gravelly soils not abundantly 
supplied with manure, but is ern! destroyed 
by ploughing, although it will bera closer 
feoding than Poa pratensis, The annual poa 
is claimed by botanists to be an annual, but 
it can hardly follow the law of common an- 
nuals, as it will continually reproduce itself 
when cut with the lawn-mower. May there 
not be reason to believe that somo other 
plants, if not allowei to seed heavily and 
often cut, will survive more than one winter? 
A thin soil, heavily manured in spring, in- 
duces a rank growth, requiring frequent cut- 
tings, expending the necessary store of water 
in the soil, showing often withered spots by 
Augustand September.—W, H. White, in 
Country Gentleman. 


Position ot Married Women in the 
United States. 


Thore are thirty-eight States in the Union. 
In twenty-eight of these a married woman 
has legal ownership and separate control of 
all property owned by her before, or descend- 
ing to acd after, marriage. Jo ton States her 
proprrty owned before marriage is secured 
against any attempt of hor husband to alien- 
ate it without her consent, but he has full 
control of incomes resulting from it; and in 
two of these states the husband receives pro- 
pérty which, were she single, would descend 
to her. In twenty-one States a married 
woman's earnings are her separate property ; 
in eight States hor right tu such earnings is 
legally rostricted in various ways, as in Geor- 
gia, where a married woman can own absolute- 
ly as separate property her own and her chil- 
dren's earnings deposited in a savings bank 
“if the same do not exceed $2,000 ;” and in 
nine States a woman can hold absolutely in 
her own control all property coming ‘to her 
from any source save by gift of her husband— 
as in Massachusetts, where a recent decision 
of the court under this law was that a woman 
could not own her own wardrobe if her hus- 
band gave her the money to buy it! This 
decision, we may add, a logislative enactment 
has very recently attempted to overrule by 
ordaining that a married woman may own her 
personal apparel in Massachusetts. <

nolely liable for her antonuptial debtf ; in five 
States her husband is liable for thom to the 
extent of the property she brought tothe com- 
non stock at marriage. ; 

In sixteon States a married woman cau 
make a will devising hor separate property 
according to her wish ; in twolve States she 
can so will her estate, provided she givea her 
hueband au much as tho law of that State 
would give him if sho died intoatate ; and in 


“ono Stato she can inake a will byjber husband's 


written cons-nt, 

In nino States special onactmenta qualify a 
married woman to bo exeoutrix or adminis- 
tratrix ; in othors the right is secured under 
othor forma of law. : 

In twonty-four States a marriod wotnan may 
suc aud be sued separately from hor husband; 
in othor States provision is made for their 
union in various specified sults, 

In fourtoon States married women can caure 
thoir husbands’ lives to be insured for thoir 
bovolit, and retain the policed againat all ont. 
oido claims, within certain limite of amount, 


In twenty-two States there a homestead acta | 


Which seoure a certain amount of property, tho 
home and ite belongings, to the widow or wifo, 
against all creditors o the husband. Tn fifteen 
States a marriod woman may carry on and 
control a separate business without limita. 
tions ; inten States she can do 80 with somo 
rostriction , which vary from 4 simple hy 
mont that she shall file hor intention to do so 
in court to the necessity of proving that hor 
husband does not support her properly,

France and Canada. 


The efforts of the Governmont to oxtend 
the direct trade of the Dominion with 
foreign countries is meoting with very 

gratifying success, Tho establishmont of a 

line of steamships betweoon Halifax and 

Brazil was announced some timo since, and 

now we learn that a steamship line, to 

trade between France and Cavada, has 
been inaugurated; that there will bo » vory 
large emigration from France into our 
North West Territories; and that,no doubt 
largely owing to the strong representations 
of our Goyernment on the subject made 
some time since, Oanada will be placed on 
the same footing as the most favored 
nation with respect to her trade with 
France, 

This is highly gratifying intelligence, 
which will no doubt by recsivad with the 
favor that it deserves, Oanada has hereto. 
fore traded with France, which needs the 
products of the Dominion, just as the 
Dominion requires many of tho manufac- 
tures and products of France. But this 
trade has in the past been carried on in an 
indirect manner, namely through the ex- 
porters and importers of New York. By 
establishing direct trade between the 
countries, tho profits of the New York 
middlemen will be struck. off the exports 
to and the importa from France, besides 
unnecessary railway freight and other 
charges, so that the products of each coun- 
try will be cheapened to the other, and 
thus the trade will be encouraged and ex- 
tended, and be made more profitable t» all 
concerned. The Government aro entitled 
to a very large amount of credit in this 
matter, as the effect of their action cannot 
failto afford a considerable stimulus to 
some of our manufacturing industries as 
well as to the agricultural interest, and 
will besides attract to the Dominion a large 
number of immigrants of a highly desirable 
class. 


Hast Northumberland. 


The Toronto T'ribune—which is the or- 
gan pf Mr. Fraser—has the following sig- 
nificant remarks concerning the recent elec- 
tion in East Northumberland : 


“Tt would be equally ridiculous in us to 
say that there is no politics in religion, or 
no religion in politics, .Jo ‘point of fact, 
religion is either everywhere, or it is no- 
where, Butitisto be understood that the 
mere question of tariff, or of party politics, 
has nothing to do with religion. If aman be 
a Conservative, or if he be a Reformer, let 
him act.according to his belief. In this res- 

t the Reformer may be a Christian and the 
Tory a Pagan, or vice versa ; the thing is one 
which belongs to the individual, and who dare 
be his jadge? Yes! There is one, Tho Eji- 
tor of the Jrish Canadian has a creed of his 
own. He believes that every Catholic should 
yote for every other Catholio, and that all 
political principle should be sunk in the one 
notion that the man is of a certain nationality 
and has the endorsement of Mr. Boyle. Tho 
contest in East Northumberland was not ono 
of politics, but of bigotry. The Tories had 
the constituency at their fect, and their 
loaders thought they could make a little capi- 
talforthe general election by placing Mr, 
Kennedy forward as their standard. bearer. 
Now, we have no objection to Mr. Kennedy 
asa politicien. Itis possible \that) he has 
studied the different system of political econ- 
omy, and found the Tory one to square with 
hia judgment, Ifso, wedo not blame him 
for posing asa Tory candidate. We did not 
aak our friends in the riding to interfere one 
Way or the other,and we do not reproach them 
now, because Mr. Kennedy has been left 
morethan 200 behind. Tho Globe and the 
Mail may say what thoy please; but we main- 
tain that public questions had little or nothing 
at alt to do with the issue, It was a mere trial 
of bigotry against principle, interjected into 
politics, and bigotry proved the stronger. 
When the Jrish’ Canadian threw its arms 
srouni and asked everybody to vote for Ken- 
nedy, because Kennedy was a Catholic, it 
was maoifest that it had given tho note to 
every Protestant elector in the riding to vote 
for Kennedy's opponent. The Belleville In- 
TELLIGENCER may be right or wrong in at« 
tributing « criminal alliance betwoon the Jrish 
Canadian and the Hon. Mr. Mowat. Cor- 
tainly we are bound to admit that the Jrish 
Canadian could haye adopted no more effec. 
tive means than it did to defeat Mr. Kennedy, 
We are glad that it succeeded in this instance: 
but the policy which trades upon the patriotism 
and the principle of one’s fellow-countrymen 

is something to be despised.” 


Tho Tribune is in error in stating that we 
charged that Mr. Mowat and the Jrish Ca- 
nadian had formed an alliance. Our alle- 
gation was that the Canadian was playing 
a double game, namely, by professing to 
support Mr. Kennedy because of his reli- 
gion and his nationality, irrespective of 
politics, it took the best moans to ensure 
his defeat, and did so with that very pur- 
pose. This belief is strongly entertained 
by Conservatives hereabouts, and by nono 
more so than by those Irishmen who profess 
tho Roman Catholic faith.

Curing Ubheese. 
(Kead before the Dominion Dairymen's Aa. 
ciation by ZL, B, Arnold, its President ) 


Tho changoa which go on in the curd after 
ithay been pressed aro called curing, but 
thoy are ideatical with those which begin 
upon the introduction of reonet. Their na- 
tures are not understood by maker or chemist, 
The common theory is that they are induced 
by living gorms of fuagoid character, similar 
to mold. The action is like that in distilling 
liquor or that causod by yoast. Buta study 
of the facts does not at all wustain this theory, 
It has boon demonstrated by rigid proof that 
tho curing of cheose goes on without obstruc- 
tion under conditions in which it would be 
impossible Tor yeast termentation to act, All 
fermentation Sopsnding on yeast or organic 
gorms,is suddenly arrosted when tho ferment- 
ing substance is immersed in chloroform, but 
in choeso curing goos on as readily as if tho 
chloroform was not present, hence we know 
that it is not cured by formontation. It must 
be cured by rennot, fedaciie there is no other 
agent to act upon it when it is known that 
formentation takes no part in the curing, no 
other agent having beon added. Tho action 
of rennet is the actien of digestion, since 
rennet is only a digestive agent from tho 
stomach of a calf, It is ‘therefore eminently 
proper to call the curing of cheese a digestive 
process, 

Tho lactic acid which is generally'present in 
curing doos not prove that it is necessary to tho 
changos. In fact, it is well known to every 
observant cheese:maker that acid retards 
cutiog. The sourer the cheese the longer it 
takes to cure, and the less fine flavor in the 
mature cheese. It is unreasonable to supposo 
that the curing process should dopend on an 
agent which is known to retard it, and that 
flavor should dopend on what is known to 
abate it. Second, the cheesy flavor is often 
observed to commence developing before 
there is any Jactic acid present. Third, the 
lactic acid, which is so prominent a feature in 
tho young cheese, is not there permanently. 
After a time it entirely dissppears, aud tho 
reaction of the cheese becomes alkaline, yet 
the curd continues to keop on curing. It 
grows more and more plastic and ealvy, and 
the flavor peculiar to cheese continues to 
develop. These facts do not look much like 
everything depending on lactic acid. 

Another error which has crept into the creed 
of cheese-makers, ia that the cheesing process 
—the changes by which curd is changed into 
salvy and plastic changes—and the develop- 
ment of the flavor peculiar to cheese must ne- 
cessarily go on together and are insoparably 
connected, Itis true that they go on pretty 
nearly alike, so nearly that the progress of 
one muy generally be taken as a measure of 
the advancement of the other. When curd 
made with rennet is sealed up io an air tight 
vessel it breaks down readily into a soft, rich 
and ripe cheese, but has none of the flavor 
commonjto cheese. Choesing goes on, but fla- 
vor does not, On the other hand, the greater 
the exposure to the free oxygen of tho air, the 
more rapid the development of flavor, By 
subjecting to # strong current of air, flayor 
can be made to go on faster than cheesing. 
These facts are sufficient for concluding that 
the perfect curing of cheese involves the action 
of the atmosphere But by analyzing the air 

assing over cheese while curing, Dr, 8. M. 
Baboosk, of Cornell University, has proved 
beyond question that cheese while curing are 
continually taking in oxygen and giving off 
carbonic acid gas, and that the process is 
therefore ono of oxydation. 

From these data it is evident that with milk 
at the same temperature, » greater quantity 
of rennet, the curing will be most rapid, aud 
the lifetime of the cheeso shorter, Of two 
messes of milk of the same quality, if one has 
rennet applied at 80° and the other at 100, the 
latter may receive less rennet and yet show 
curing firet. So in curing, a greater use of 
rennet may he counteracted by higher salting, 
greater dryness, or lower temperature, and in 
effect fall behind o legs use of rennet. But 
where other conditions aro equal, the curing 
progresses according to the quantity of rennet 
used, Wheu itis desired to have choose fit 
for use in 30 to 60 days, ani have keeping 
quality to last from four to six months, rennet 
enough should be used to cause coagulation to 
begin in night’s and morning’s milk mixed in 
15 minutes, at 90 degrees, provided it is to be 
cured at 70 degrees in air of average moisture, 
Cheeso is sometimes made and cured without 
rennet or any coagulating agent. There is 
always in wilk a variable quautity of some 
agent which acta like rennet, and it aide both 
in curding milk and forming the curd into 
cheese. There is usually so much, that if milk 
is curded with alum or alcohol, or even with 
some acid, the curd eo made will very slowly 
devolye into cheese. 

The amount of moisture in curd affects the 
length of time required for curing, sinoe whey 
contains four or tive per cent. of milk 
sugar, which is liable to be changed into 
lactic acid, which, as has beou stated, hinders 
curing. In the manufacture of Stilton cheese, 
it isa common occurrence that cheering does 
not begin under about throe months, on ac- 
count of the large amount of acid developed 
in the large per cent of whey retaiued. By 

ressing the whey aut of Stilton checso, I 

ave found it lo eure as much in six weeks 
as it would curein six months when un- 
proased, and the cheese was the Letter for 
it, : 

On the other hand, if there is too little 
wator in the curd, the action of the rennet 
will bo retarded, and the curing go on slowly, 
notwitbstanding thero is 5 lors acid formed to 
hindor its progress, ‘The action of rennet has 
been explained to bo the action of digestion, 
and digestion to go on well must have plenty 
of moisture. Thodrier tho curd, all other 
conditions being the same, the slower tho cur- 
ing and the longer tho lifetimo of the cheese. 
Tho life of a cheese may he prolonged almost 
indefinitely, simply by co lucing its moisture, 
with but littlo variation in other respects, 
A. choose which is a very long time in our- 
ing, seldom cares as evonly and as partes, 
and is consequently not #0 easily and perfectly 
dissolved and digested, as when cured more 
rapidly. 

Thore is usually a largo excess of casein in 
skims, as the buttor being out, thore is little 
olxo loft besides casein and water ; and as the 
water separates from the ourd more readily 
than in wholo milk, on account of the greater 
ago of the skim milk, thoro is eoldom onough 
rotained for the best effect inouring. This 
lack of water seem to bo the principal reason 
why skim choose are gonorally so ipa bhp 
cured, and much poorer in quality than thoy 
noed bo, It anil be a safe rulo to leave in 
wator onough to equal the woight of cascin, 
po watter whother it was large or amall, 
Whon o pound of choose is made from ton 
pounds of average milk, the por cont, of water 
and of cascin will bo vory nearly equal, 

Another important factor in curing chocso 
is tomperature. A variation of bry leah 
in the ouring room may be mado to hurry or 
rotard tho progress, or alter tho choracter of 
tho curing. Thoro isalwaya somo particular 
tomporature ot which # choose, according to 
ite mako, cures beat, A choono with a tight 
rubbor-like rind, must be cured slowly, or 
moro gas will be pressed into it than can oa. 
cape through its rind, and it will pull, A 
choose full of fat must also curo slowly to 

rovont overheating, on account of the heat

that tho outside is dryer than the inside,from 
tho casior cacape of moisture, and also because 
tho heat developed by tho oxidation oing on 
ull through the cheese is mivon off, like tho 
moisture, more rapidly from the exterior than 
the intorior, A choose with but little fat in 
it oxydizoa slowly, and of course, develops 
but little warmth. Skim cheese requires a 
little warmer room than one from whole 
milk. 

Salt onters into tho question of curing, bo- 
cause it affects the amount of waterin curd. 
It gives tirmuess and flavor to choose, but it 
absorbs threo times its own weight in dis- 
solving. A greon choose then placed in tho 
curing room 18 affected by the amount of 
rennet and moisture it contains by tompora- 
ture, air, acid, fermentation and salt, and at 
the samo timeit may be added that it has 
a power of absorbing odors from its sur. 
roundings. 

Somo of the agencies aro fixed in making, 
A porfect curing room puts all the others in 
the control of the maker. Cheese is not more 
than half mado when it is taken into the cur- 
imgroom, Tho outside air may be of the 
right temporature, but thoro is no safety in 
relying on tho fickle weather. Thousands of 
dollars aro lost overy year by using curing 
rooms which are sometimes too warm and 
at othora too cold. The supply of air and 
state of moisture are also to be controlled. 
My idea of a curing room for cheese is a base- 
ment, half above and half below ground, with 
walls and floors of concrete. Such a room, 
with close jointed double doors and windows, 
would give the most complete control to tem- 
perature, air and moisture within it. Con- 
crete walls aro poor conductors of both heat 
and dampnoss, and they are impervious to 
air. These conditions we never secure with 
walls of wood, The poorest curing rooms I 
find are those covered with a single thickness 
of rough boar is with the cracks covered with 
narrow battens. Thisleaves the cheese almost 
entirely at the mercy of the wind and sun, 
If the owners were aware how much js. lost 
every yoar by injury done to cheese in such 
rooms, they would soon yo out of use.  No- 
body would think he could afford the loss, 
Upper stories are not good places for curing 
cheese, especially if they are at all open. The 
abundance of fresh air common in such rooms 
gives a developmont of flavor in advance of 
quality. The curd is stubborn in breaking 
down because the too dry state of the air 
absorbs away too much moisture from the 
curd before it has time to cure, and this 
makes the caring very slow. ‘The cheese 
becomes hard and firm enough, but too much 
resembles dried curd inatead of dried cheese, 

The curing of the celebrated Rocqguefort 
cheese is affected in a way to accelerate the 
development of flavor and retard quality. It 
is first cared in ordinary caring rooms till 
quality is fairly deyeloped, and then it is 
taken to the caves, where it is subjected toa 
strong current of air at about 44° to 46°, Un- 
der this low temperature the cheesing or de- 
velopment of quality make but little progress, 
while the increased oxydation from the strong 
current of air hurrics on tho development of 
flavor, till it bocome romarkable for its full- 
nezs, I know cf no choese made in any part 
of the world that equals the Kocquefort cheese 
in amount of pure cheesy flavor. 

I remarked a little while ago that the taste 
of the great choese consuming public prefers 
a mild flavor with plenty of quality, so that 
it is rich, soft, tender and melting on the 
tongue. A manufacturer who wishes to make 
cheese of this description—after using proper 
akill in the make room—will put hia cheese 
to curing in a room with walls tight enough 
to admit of controlling the ventilation and the 
temperature. He will keep the temperature 
at 70° with a view to pushing along the de- 
velopment of quality ; but checka the admis- 
sion of fresh air with the view of holding back 
the development of flayor. The oxygen in 
the room will be rapidly used up in the 
oxydation going on in the cheese, andfJbecome 
so diminished that the increase of flavor will 
be so slow as to remain mild, so that the cur- 
ing can be safely continued till the cheese be- 
comes ripe and rich, without danger of becom- 
ing too strong in flavor, : 

Ifa curing room such asI have described 
as best can not be obtsined,! insist it will pay 
all concerned to use sheathing paper or boards 
or both upon the walls, to make them double 
and even trible if necessary, till the tempera- 
ture within them can be kept within a range 
of 20°, and as near 70° as possibie, Any one 
can do this with a little trouble, expense and 
attention. Thereis no use in building up 
with one hand and tearing down with the 
other, no use in insisting that dairymen shall 
furnish only the best milk and in the best 
order, and that the manufacturer shall make 
with the highest skill cheese which is certain 
to be reduced to second or third class by the 
imperfections of a faulty curing room.

Our readers will be pleased to peruse tho 
following directions for planting and after 
culture. Weare convinced that success in 
the culture of the vine is certain if the direc- 
tions given are steadily adhered to. 

The conditions necessary to the successful 
cultivation of the vine in the open air are: 
ist, to haye the vineyard so located that it 
may be thoroughly drained and bave direct 
sunshine at all times, cspecially in the morn- 
in, ge . . 
“Ayold low-lying, hot or damp situations, 
and do not train against walls, or in -places 
where the air does not freely circulate. 

No other preparation of the soil is necessary 
than is ordinarily used for crops of coro or 

rain. 

Well rotted manure may bo used to encour- 
ye the growth of young vines, : 
*eWhor handling a quantity of vines, first 
lay the vines side by side in a slanting posi 
tion in a trench, then cover them with moist 
earth to keep them fresh till planted. When 
taken from the trench, cut back each branch 
to two eyes. Cut off vines as geen before it 
is planted. Carry tho vines from this to the 
place of planting in a wot sack or cloth of 

coarse material well saturated with water, 

For vineyard culture, plant ten feet be- 
tweou the rows, cight feet between the plants, 
For garden culture, plant six foot each way, 
dig holes two foot wide, two feot deop, 

Throw in a little good surface earth, sproad 
out the roots and fine fibrous roots of the vino 
and fill up the hole with fine surface earth, 
continually shaking tho vine and drawing up 
with the hand every root whose shoulder 
shows above the earth, spreading out all the 
roots in a horizontal position and continually 
shaking the vine, that tho oarth may settle 
among tho smallest fibres and roots, » 

Fill the hole completely, prosa tho soil 
around the plant with the foot, then cover tho 
surfaco to a diamoter of about throo foot, with 
a mulch of manure, stYaw, chips or shayinge, 
anything that will hold moisture, to keep the 
roots always moist. ree} this mulch well 
broken so permeable, during the sammer, 
hocing it in, and renewing it with frosh 
material whon necessary. 

Do not allow any freah manure to come in 
direct contact with the vines or the roots. 
Tho above dovoription will apply to all small 
roots rnd shrubs, 

For fall planting, cover the tops of plants 
with one foot of earth, which remove in early 
spring as soon as the frost is out of tho ground,

What shall we do with Jesus? 


“What shall I do, then, with Jesus?”—St 
Matthew xxvii,, 12. 

Pilate was an unprincip!ed politician. He 
had sympathies, convictions of right, and de- 
sired tobe honest, but all those wero submorg- 
ed by a wish to be popular and to please the 
pople. Two distioguished prisoners were in 
the grasp of government, ond the proposition 
was made to freo one of thom, There stands 
Barabbas, the murderer, There stands 
Christ, the Saviour of the world. At the de- 
mand of the people the renegade is set froe, 
but Jesus is held in custody. As the hard- 
vissged and cruel-eyed Barsbbas goes among 
his sympathizers, receiving their vulgar con- 
gratulation, Pilate turos to his other distin- 

uishod prisoner—mild, meek, inoffensive, 
ising: solf-sacrificing —and he is conf.unded 
as to what course ho had better take, so he 
impancls the mob as a jury to decido, saying 
to thom:—‘*What shall I do, then, with 
Jesus?” Ob! it is no dried or withered ques- 
tion, but one that throbs with warm and

Haditorial Notes. 


A SIGNIFICANT CIRCUMSTANCE, 

The project of establishing a glass fac- 
tory in Napanee is meoting with much 
success, The capital stock is $14,000 in 
shares ef $100 each, and of this amount 
$9,500 has been subscribed. Amongst 
the subscribers is Sir Richard Cartwright, 
who has taken 23 shares. This is a practi- 
cal admission by the ox-Finance Minister 
that the policy of his successor is bonefit- 
ing the country. Under the Cartwright 
tariff tho Hamilton glass factory had to be 
closed; under that of Sir Leonard Tilley it 
has beon reopened and other industries of 
the same kind are springing into exiatenco 
elsewhere, Wo congratulate the Finance 
Minister on having secured this unwillingly 
given testimony to his ability and the 
benefits of the tariff which he framed. 

TORONTO CUSTOM HOUSE, 

The Telegram has the following re- 
ference to the Uollectorship of Customs at 
the Port of Toronto : 

** Mr, Mackeozie Bowell was never really 
in the field, If ho had been, he could haye 
had the office, His experienve as Minister of 
Customs would have stood bim in good stead, 
but ho doubtless folt that his acceptsnca of 
tho office would look like pitch-forking him- 
self into himeelf and making hay while the 
sun shone, and the Reform journals would 
have been sure to raiso acry about rats de- 
sertiug the sinking ship.”’ 

Months ago we stated on the authority 
of the Minister of Customs, that he had no 
intention of accepting the oftice of Collector 
of Customs at Toronto, or any other posi- 
tion outside of the Cabinet, thus showing 
that all statements to the contrary were 
purely imaginary. Therefore the consider- 
ation which the Z'elegram advances could 
neyer have been taken into account at all. 

THE COTTON TRADE, 

There is a tremendous “boom” in the 
cotton trade, some of the factories in Cana- 
da having orders nine months ahead. With 
no danger of over-production in that line 
of business, and good protits assured, there 
is every encouragement for the establish- 
ment of a cotton manufactory io Belleville. 
Who will firat move in the matter? 

VALUABLE TESTIMONY, 

Tho Ottawa Free Press is a bitter enemy 
of the N. P., and yet it shows that the ef- 
fect of the tariff has been to largely increase 
wages atthe capital. It says: ‘‘Tailors’ 
wages have been increased to 810 per week 
tatloresses $6, cutters $20, shoemakers $1,- 
25. tinsmiths from $8 to $12, cabinetmak- 
ers $1.25 to $1.70, broommakers from $8 
to $15, tannera from $6 to $8.50 woekly, 
marble-cutters $1.25 to $1.60, plumbers 
$8 to $10 per week; machinists, moulders, 
and blacksmiths from $1.75 to $2.50, car- 
penters.$1.50, ship-carpenters from $1.50 
to $1.75, laborers $l a day; bakers $8 to 
$10 per week.” Because wages did not ad- 
vance at once after the tariff went into ef- 
fect the Grit press loudly proclaimed its 
failure in the direction of increasing wages. 
Let those critics study the figures above 
given andthey will arrive at the conclusion, 
whether thoy confess it or not,that this, as 
well as all the rest of their predictions as 
to the effect of the tariff, has been altogeth- 
er wrong. 

QUEER IDEAS, 

‘The Grit party is certainly the party of 
queer ideas. As the St. John Sin points 
out,when under the Mackenzie regime they 
had lost fourteen seats in the Commons, 
that was accounted by them as nothing. 
When thoy had lost six seats in the pre- 
sent Parliament, that was nothing. When 
three mombers elected ia 1878 wont over 
to the suppert of the Government—it was of 
“no consequence’ as Mr, Toots was wont 
to say on similar embarrassing ovcasions.

A Sciontific Railway Var. 

Choro arrived at our railway depot, rocent- 
lv, & paasonger car the like of which is not to 
bo found anywhere in the woill, Ié is the 
property of Mr, P. H, Dudley, inspector of 
the tracks and apparatus of railroads, and this 
gentleman and his wife liyoin this car, A 
ropoiter of the Sun called on tho ocoupants 
yosterday aftornoon, and waa ontertained for 
vearly au hour with the explanations of and 
oxpormments mado with the large piece of ma 
vhiaury by which the gentleman accomplishes 
hia work, It is of the most complicated and 
dolicate nature, and the amount of work dope 
by it i, marvellous, A description of it 
would be weansome, with its system of cog, 
awitsbes, wires, pons, ote., ete., and would 
be almout unintelligible, but au idea of its ex- 
traordinary work may be gained from the fo'- 
lowing summary of its accomplishments ; 

A band of plain paper, about twenty inchos 
wide, is fod from a roll into the machiae, pass- 
ing undor a complex eet of overflowing puns. 
For every fifty foot of track passed over by 
the car this paper band moves one iach, there- 
by taking cight and a fraction fect for a mile 
of road, By carefully constructed ‘and ad- 
justed machinery, connected with the wheels 
ofthe car, the operator obtains upon the 
paper & perfect chart of every foot, yer, overy 
inch, of the road. Tho instrument shows ; 
first, the power required to draw the train ; 
second, a pon marks on the papor tho seconds 
of time io transit; third, another pon marks 
every tenth second in the same way ; fourth, 
still another poo marks each minute. Then 
comes a schedule showing the distribution of 
coalused by the engine; a porfect dia- 
gram of the track is delineated, showing 
oll curves, yralos, otc.; the number of revo- 
lutions which the driying wheels of the 
engine make in a minute or mile, or parts of 
these two; the location of the mile poste are 
shown, as also the bridges ; the work done by 
the engine, 80 given that the foot-pounds of 
work can be readily ascortained by multiplying 
the ratios ; the velocity and resistance of the 
wind, All these are plainly and accurately 
shown upon the disgram. When used to in- 
spect the track, the machine shows the sur- 
face of each rail, giving the condition of each 
joint, frog, etc,, and shows at a glance 
whether tho rails are fitted perfectly true, or 
tho least. trifle out of place,or if one is a hair's 
breadth highor than another, 

The elevation of the rail on a curve is 
shown, and a machine has just been added, 
which Mr. Dudley invented, giving the exact 
amount in feet and inches that the rails are 
depreased from a true linc. Another tection 
of the chart gives the exact movements of 
the engineer when the brakes are applicd, 
when steam is put on, and the power requir- 
ed to startand stop the train. Mr, Dudley 
examines a road io this way, hands hia chart 
tothe superintendent, and that gentleman 
kuows at once just where to make repairs 
and all other needful particulars. The ma- 
chine ia the invention of Mr, Dudley, he 
having spent eight years perfecting it, and 
save one which ho made and sent to Australia, 
his is the only one in existence. 

Besides this workroom there sre a nicely 
fornished library and parlor, containing cabi 
nets and a fine piano, a dining room, kitchen, 
bedroom, and storeroom, All this ina com- 
mon size passenger coach, andin it Mr, and 
Mra. Dudley have lived for the last four 
years, traveling all over the United Statcs. 
The lady says the life is a very pleasing one, 
and she enjoys it much. Both the lady and 
gentleman aretinely educated and entertaining 
people, and an hour spent in their company 
isa very profitable one.—Piltsfield (Alass.)

Kussakoft, the Regicide. 
THR SCENE AT HIS CAPTURE, 


(From the London Daily News.) 


A very interesting account is given by an 
army surgeon-assistant, who states that he 
was one of the first to seize Russakel®, and 
accompanied him to the perfecture. The 
writer, Wassill Gorokhoff, narrates that he 
was proceeding along the Katerinofsky canal 
toward the Neusky Prospect when he over- 
took a man of middle height and long light 
hair, dressed in a thin overcoat and a tall fur 
cap. The man was carryiog a small white 
parcel, The Kmperor's carriage appeared on 
the canal road, and after having saluted the 
Emperor, who, Gorokhoff says, returned his 
salutation, he heard a yiolent explosion, 
which impelled him forward, and looking 
round he saw a Coysack fall from hia horse 
and another staggering, Tho man whom he 
had preyiougly observed then ran toward the 
Neusky Prospect without any parcel in his 
hand, and he seized him, a policeman and two 
soldiers immediately laying hold of the man. 
The Emperor approached them, nsked if he 
was tho criminal, ordered him to be searched, 
and turned, proceeding toward his carrisge. 
Gorokhoff appears to have a dim recollection 
of haying seen a man of short stature go 
quickly toward the Emperor, and then some- 
thing was throwa either by this man or from 
betwoen the railings of the gagal, which fell 
at the Emperor's foot with a deafening explo- 
sion, ‘The Emperor, and all standing around, 
including the man he had noticed, fell to 
the ground ao if mowed down, Gorok- 
hoff saw the Emperor lying on his right 
side, and anooer with whito epaulettos— 
this was the Polico Colonel Dvotjuwky—drag 
himsclf toward his Majesty, who slightly 
raised his head, which then sauk again on the 
snow. Whilst the young man who bad been 
aoized running away was being held after this 
second explosion, a soldier came up and struck 
him on tho head, saying, ‘‘ You miscreant, 
what haye you done?” Russakoff replied, 
“ Wor God's sake don’t striko mo, You will 
know afterward. You are iguorgnt people.” 
Ho was then placed jn a sledge and taken to 
thy Prefecture, where ho was undressed and 
examined. He was respectably clad, and had 
a purse containing threo rouble notes, a pass 
port, and other papers, Whon interrogated 
in another room Rursnkofl first gave a floti- 
tious namo, but soon acknowledged bis real 
name, Amongat othor things, ho statod that 
ho had mot his frionds the week previously, 
who had oxplained to him that on tho Sunday 
following he would have to shoot at tho Em- 
poror, Russakofl also affirmed that he know 
others would be appointed to carry out the 
samo deed, but did not know who they wore, 
About 1 p.m, he had proceedyd to the Caurl 
road, but, being too carly, walked across the 
bridge to the small market-place adjavout, 
There Russakotl says he mot a young woman, 
sovontoen years of age, good looking and well 
dressed, who knew him, and whom he know 
by sight, not by name, Shoe handed hima 
parcol, telling him ho was to throw it and it 
would explode violently. After remaining a 
short time in the market-place be returned to 
the caval road. What followed is only too 
well known,

The organ has evidently been but poorly 
instructed, or it would have been able to 
present a more plausible case. As it is, it 
blunders fearfully. In the first place, the 
Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff wero not ‘‘sup- 
posed to have no Oonservative sympath- 
ies.” The contrary is notoriously the case, 
witness the howl that was raised against 
the Sheriff when he took part in the pro- 
cession which welcomed Sir John Macdon- 
ald to this city on the occasion of the great 
political demonstration which oecurred 
here in 1876, and the Deputy Sheriff hss 
never sought to conceal the fact that his 
synipathies were with the Conservative 
party. The plea set up that the Sheriff 
and his Deputy were dismissed because of 
the evidence taken at the gaol investigation 
is 4 mere subterfuge put forward to cloak 
an action which was dictated by politica 
motives, and which was really based on a 
complete disregard of British practice and in 
acoordance with the American system: 
which is summed up in the words ‘to the 
victors belong the spoils.” Those who 
heard the evidence adduced in that investi- 
gation know that nothing was proved 
against the Sheriff or the Deputy Sheriff. 
This was the view which the public took 
of that affair, and that it was, until a few 
days before the act of spoliation was con- 
summated, the view of the Premier, of 
another member of his Government, and of 
the Inspector of Prisons and Aasylums, be- 
fore whom the testimony was taken, ve 
have the word of those gentlemen them 
selves.

Baily Autelligeucer, 
THE EARTHQUAKE AT CHIOS 


TERRIBLE FATALITY. 


KRelicf for the Survivors, 
The London J'imes’ correspondent writes as 
follows under the date of April 0th rogarding 
tho earthquake whioh haw desolated the is: 
land of Cheois and killed fron 6,000 to 7,000 
poople, or ahout one-tenth of the total popu 
lation ; 


“The towa looks aa if it bad been terribly 
bombarded, Hundieds of houses aro travs 
formed iate shapeless masses of ruins, under 
which lie unburied an unknown number of 
viotiing The majority of the re maining 
hoses are already cravked and roofless, and 
may fall at any moment. Nearly every build- 
ing in the town has suffered. The inhabi- 
tanta wander about apxious to search for 
missing relatives or lost property, but. are 
afraid to risk thoir lives in the perilous work 
of cloaring away the rubbish, Mavy who 
would willivgly oxpose thomaelyes to danger 
aro provonted by their friends or the police, 
Fear, grief, aud despair are depicted on near- 
ly every face, All have a wad or tragic tale 
to tell. Tho first shook was felt on Suoday 
afternoon at half-past one. Immediately 
houses began to fall, and wild shrieks were 
heard on every silo. ‘Then followed an awful 
silonce of some minulwe, Tho terrified wur- 
viyors gradually ventured into the narrow 
Janos, reached tho open spaces, and shortly 
afterwards another terrific shock com- 
pleted tho devastation Then it remained 
quiet until sunset, when the island again 
begau to shake throughout as severely as 
before, All night tho shocks succeed- 
od each other at ebort intervals, cach 
preceded by dull sounds like subterranean ex- 
plosigns, Since that, frequent shocks have 

000 felt. ‘Tho old Genoese fortress, coutain- 
ing 409 houses inhabited by Massulmans and 
Jows, suffered more than tho rest of the town. 
The ground thore sank about half a metre, and 
nearly all the houses were immediately dee- 
troyed. Sevoral huudred persons must have 
perished, Itis known that of about thirty 
Mussulmen women asrembled in one house, 
not one escaped, ‘The southern part of the 
island is said to have suffered more than the 
town, In Chesme many houses aro in ruins, 
and three-fourths ina danuerous condition. 
Tho inhabitants are afraid to live oven in those 
uninjured, for every night frequent shocks are 
felt. “carly all camp out, and as the weather 
is tino the hardship in this respect is not great. 
In Kastro the work of oxtricating the bodies 
and attending the weunded is progressing, but 
the'stifling odorin the vicinity of the ruins 
proves that the former operation is far from 
complete. On the other hand wonderful ce- 
capes occurred. A womau Was buried under 
the ruins for 52 hours, and at last was rescued, 
having given birth meanwhile to a child.” 

Lonpon, April 10. 

The British ship 7'iunderer has arrived at 
Chios with physicians and a large quantity of 
provisions. 

A correspondent at Chios telegraphs that he 
has visited the south-estern part of the island 
and found Monita, a town of 12,000 inhabit 
ants, and the vil ages of Manastir, Virinos, and 
Philitia masses of ruins, Not a single house 
escaped, English and American physicians 
are assisting the survivors. 


4A Rough Time. 
SUFFERINGS OF SETTLENRS IN DAKOTA 


Fron the Boston Globe. 


A story told by Joseph Sterrette, of Big 
Lake, Dakota, who has just managed to break 
through the terrible snow blockado in that 
section of the country, gives only a fair state- 
ment of the troubles oxpericnced by the 
settlors during the severe winter. Mr, Ster- 
rette pro-emptod 160 acres of farm land in 
Big Lake two years ago, andat once moved 
onit with his femily and settled down to 
work Attheond of one year he was in 
shape for farming, and had a comfortable 
cabiv. He had laid in a quantity of fuel, and 
prepared for winter, but it proved more sovere 
than ho or bis neighbors had calculated. In 
fact Stetrett’s betler preparation for the 
rigor of the season turned out to be the 
only means which preyoated himelf, fam ly, 
and several neighbors from starving and frees- 
ing to death. In February he found it nec- 
eésary to rescue the entire families of two 
neighboring farmers, not so well housed, from 
perisbiog by cold, by taking them into his 
own house. The cold was so bitter and so 
ateady that bofore the searon was’ balf over 
the fuel which he had gathered to last until 
spring was all consumed, Then he and the 
mén staying with him went out ond took 
down the fences and out-houses and burned 
them. Tho heayy snow fall, which at this time 
blockaded the railroads, was piled in such drifts 
about the house where Sterrette and his neigh- 
bors were domiciled as to absolutely cut off all 
communication with the outside world, ‘The 
mercury fell lower than eyer; the winds grew 
fiercer, and the surrounding snow caked and 
solidified. At this time the men dug their way 
—or rather mined it—through the blockade to 
the railway near by, and dug out tics 
which they chopped up, took home, and 
burned to cook their soanty food and save 
their wives and children from freezing. When 
the ties and telegraph poles that could be 
reached were consumed, it was decided to dig 
through to the cabins of thoso #heltered in 
Sterrette’s house and broak them up for fuel 
This was dono, ‘Tho bittor cold still continu- 
ing, Storretto’s furniture was uext sacrificed, 
even to the bedetoads, trunke, and children’s 
toys. While the oold-imprixoned pioneers 
wero upon this last supply of fuel a consulta- 
tion was held, and it was decided to make a 
dosporate attompt to drive through the deadly 
blasts on the crust for relief. John Becker 
agreed to go. A sleigh was prepared, and 
with five horses bitched to it, Becker started, 
It was a terrible undertaking, and when the 
bravo man left thoro were teara frozon upon 
his cheeks. Becker porsisted in taking a tino 
shophord dog. Hoe gave as his reason rt] 
don't know what may happen; I would rather 
bury Carlo in my belly than have him freeze 
to death.” Sterrette and his companions be- 
came alarmed whon at the ond of two days 
Beckor did not return, and thoy started out 
for him. ‘They had not gono far whon they 
came scrosé # hole in the drift whero Bockor 
had broken through. ‘Tho man was found 
curled up in the sleigh frozen doad, His 
faithful dog was found huddled up against his 
broast doad, ‘The five horacs were standing 
lifeloss on their foot, all froson stiff, The 
mon carried Bockor’s body back, made a collin 
of the sleigh, nailed the corpso up in it, and 
thon reyorontly placed it in tho corn crib until 
the weathor should permit of ita burial. Soon 
after this, and just as the party was on the 
point of despair, tho weather moderated sufli- 
ciently to break the snow blookade, and 
Sterrotte and friends found relief. A noigh 
boring fawily during this time had no other 
food than soup mado from an ox-pelt which 
happened to bo in tho house whon the block-

Tho company has eocured the sorvices of 
Mr. Henry Ganjot as Superintondent of the 
mines, Mr, Gaujot is a mining and mechani- 
Cal Gaugineer, and has had large practical ox- 
poricuce Au cugineer and chemist who has 
had spocial training in the treatment arsenical 
Ores, has been appointed Axsistant Superin- 
tendent to Mr, Gaujot, and sails from Eng. 
land on the 10th ult. for Canada (and has 
since arrived). Heo has visited the Groat 
Devon Consol Mines in Devonshire, England, 
where thero aro large works for the treatmont 
of aruenical ores, No catimate of profit to be 
dorived from tho sale of arscuio, produced as 
a by-product in the form of arsenious acid, 
ote., olv., was set forth in tho prospectus of 
the company, although itis expected that it 
will form no inconsiderable item of profit. 
Best white powdered arsenic is worth now 
£10 10s. f. o. b, Falmouth, and nearly if not 
all the arsenic used on this continent is im- 
ported. Mr, Gaujot took charge of the mines 
and entered upon his duties toward the end 
of December last, Since then the only shaft 
which has been worked is the deep shaft 
This shaft has been put down riuce teat 145 
to 152 feet, and it has been ‘in good oro’ all 
the time. The first levels in this sabaft start 
at about 70 feet from the surface, and were 
driven about 45 fect along the lode each way 
north and south, and about 12 feet cach way 
has been added, making the first level about 
114 feet long. Tho second lovel starts at 
140 feet from the surface, and in De- 
cember was driven in about 12 fest to 
14 fect north and south of the shaft, to 
which about 10 to ll feet have been added 
each way, making tho total length of this 
loyel from 44 to 50 feet. There levels are 
driven ‘‘all io ore,” without signs of cither 
foot or hanging-wall. The mode of working 
by horse whim and manual labor has of 
necessity been slow. About 15 men under- 
ground and 25 surface hands haye been om- 
ployed. ‘The frames and machinery for the 
shaft-houses are erecting, and will bo finished 
in the course of two weeks. The sinking of 
the Tattle and the other shafts will then be 
proceeded with, and the Tuttle shaft will be 
mnade the main shaft. Air compressors have 
been contracted for and are expected very 
shortly. The air-compressors will ran 12 of 
Kands’ compressed air drills, 8 of which 
(there not being room for more as yet) will be 
fos to work. The work of sinking by manual 
abor ia about 10 feet, and drifting about 15 
feet a month With the aid of compressors 
and drills, sinking canbe prosecuted at the 
rate of about 20 feet in the sink and 30 fect 
in the drift per month. A cross-cut, to inter- 
sect the other veins to the west at 140 feet in 
depth, has been started, and is now in 20 
feet, This will also be resumed as soon ag 
the hoisting-machinery and air-drills can be 
used, On the surface, clearances have been 
made aud the material got ready for the erec- 
tion of concentrating-works, A great quan- 
tity of cord-wood, lumber, and timber has 
been contractei for, and deliyered on the 
property. A stop-log dam to produce the 
water-power was mado last fall. The old 
stamp-mill house, with the engines, eto., 
therein, will be used as a house for the air- 
compres ors, repair-shop, etc., etc., and the 
new mill house will be at the southern oxtre- 
mity of the Tuttle property, It will be 120x 
60 feet, and will contain, when completed, 3 
sets of Blake’s rock-crushers, 3 sets of Cor- 
nish rolls, 5 sets of revolving screens, 14 jigs, 
drying-furnaces, and 2 calcining-furnaces,and 
tho necessary works for the final extraction of 
tlie gold. The whole is calcnlated to treat 
from 100 to 125 tons of 2,000 pounds of ore 
per day.

“Truth is stranger than fiction.” Who 
can gainsay it? Of all the strange re ere 
of this busy world, or of all the fantastic 
stories emanativg from the brain of man, 
there is nothing that cannot be matched by 
the accidental discoveries of every-day life.

He did not belioye in interfering with the 
business of Messrs. Downey & Preston, who 
had spent some $400,000 in the purchase of 
grain last year. 

Ald. Dickson did not believe in extendin 
to Downey & Preston privileges which wou] 
be disadvantageous to the rest of tho com- 
munity. Besides, the improvements sug- 
gested in Pinnacle St. would not interfere 
with Downey & Preston's business for at least 
several months, He claimed that the G.J.R. 
Company had no right to lay down more than 
one track on any atreet in Belleville. If they 
laid down sidings on our streeta they wero 
liable to be indicted as a nuisance. 

Ald Henderson thought the city was bound 
to furnish to the lessee of the ferry a proper 
landing. The question had two aspecta—tho 
interest of the lessee of the ferry, and the 
possibility of accidents. He thought it pos- 
sible to harmonize both aspects of the ques- 
tion, and suggested that the obnoxious sidiog 
be removed until Messrs. Downey & Preston's 
bnsiness would require its use in the fall. 
He thought it wrong to discourage such a 
large firm as that of Downey & Preston; but 
at the same time it was still more dangerous 
to do anything that would be detrimental to 
the trade between tho City and Prince Ed- 
ward, 

Ald. Dickson pointed out that tho siding 
which had been put down ostensibly for the 
purpose of facilitating the unloading of wood 
at Monaghan’s wood yard was not being used 
for that purpose, but asa awitoh for Grand 
Junction trains.

A Kew Grain Route. 


From Goorgian Bay to Bellevillo by Ratl— 
4 Boheme to Revolutionize the Grain 
Shipping Trade. 


(From the Montreal Star.) 


The St, Lawrence route is about to profit 
by the opening up cf another grain route from 
the far Weet which will effect avaving be- 
tween Montreal and Chicago of two or threo 
hundred mile. We refer to the advantages 
olfered by the Midland and Grand Junction 
railways, the facilities offered by which for 
transporting grain from the Georgian Bay to 
the Bay of Quinto w. re clesrly perceived by 
the deputation of Mohtreal shippers and mer- 
chants which visitod the Trent Valley navi 
gation waters last year. Itis proposed tnat 
vessels of great capacity, say 60,000 to 80,000 
bushols,shall leave Chicago on Lake Michiyan 
or Daluth on Lake Superior, and instead of 
making tho long circuit around Lakes Huron, 
Erie, and Ontario, breaking bulk at 
Kingaton, thoy shall proceed direct to Mid- 
land City, at the foot of Georgian Bay,n town 
with a splendid landlocked harbor, and water 
in many places forty feet deop close to the 
shore. At this point an immonse elevator is 
now building, which will transfer the grain 
into carson tho Midland Railway. From 
Midland the cars can either proceed direct to 
the terminus at Port Hope, cn Lake Ontario, 
or mako connection with the Grand Junction 
Kailway at Peterboro for Belleville. Lhe 
atter plan is most favorably commented upon, 
as although the large bargea which at present 
trade between Canada and Oswego might to 
Sppearanves make the journey between Port 
Hope and Montreal in safety, still delays 
caused by storms would be frequent, and 
Belleville, so cosily situated at the foot of the 
lakes, is naturally the place where barge 
navigation should commence onthe St Law- 
rence. The following isthe Midland and 
Grand Junction

The following sensible letter, which ap- 
pears in the Globe of tho 11th inat,, will do 
much to correct the misrepresentations of 
the leading members of the Grit party and 
their organs with regard to alleged possible 
extortionate rates ot freight on the Pacilic 
Railway:— 

(To the Editor of the Globe.) 

S1x,—Journalists and politicians differ as 
to the cause and extent of the settlement of 
so many of our best and most ontorprising 
young farmors in Dakota and other North 
Weatern States. But no one denies that their 
preference of a foreign country to their own 
is largely due to oxaggerated representations 
of the power of the Canadian Pacific Syndi- 
cate to demand rates for the transportation 
of produce limited only by their own oonscien- 
ces, and to a belief that by settling in Dakota 
they will avoid what may be termed a nine- 
teenth century form of vassalage to a great 
railway monopoly, Few, if any, of those 
intending to settle in Dakota are aware that 
the Directors of the St. Paul and Pacilic Rail- 
way and the members of the Canadian Ske 
dicate are the same persons, that in the for- 
mer capacity they and the directors of the 
Northorn Pacific control a far larger propor- 
tion of the cultivable area of Dakota than as 
members of the Syndicate they will acquire 
in the Canadian North-West, and that by 
settling under the Stars and Stripes British 
subjects will lose, along with many other 
valuable privileges, the right to parliament- 
ary and Government protection againat exor- 
bitant freights. ‘The charter of the Canadian 
Pacific provides that the schedule of rates to 
be demanded by the company shall be ap- 
proved of by the Governor-Genoral in Coun 
cil, and #hall bo subject to Government re- 
vision whenever the dividend received by the 
shareholders amounta to or exceeds ten per 
cent. on the capital oxponded on tho railway. 
Tho political influence of this vast enterprise 
will no doubt be very great, but no Govorn- 
ment, however desirous of the Company's sup- 
port, “ ould dare to openly defy and disregard 
the public opinion and interests of the whole 
Doniivion by failing to put in force this pro- 
vision of the charter. Thecharters of the 
St, Paul and Pacific and the Northern Pacific 
roads contain no clauses equivalent to this, 
and provide no effective machinery for pre- 
yonting extortion, so that it cannot be too 
often or tou widely repeated that, by settling 
in Dakota instead of the Canadian North. 
West, farmors are subjectiig themselves to 
the very tyranny thoy wish to avoid.

That the predictions of Mr. Blake, his 
followers, and the Grit press were purely

Wh,» do they not propounda practical sohemo 
for the erection of smelting furnaces ? There 
need surely be no hesitationinsome oneof our 
City Futhora making himself and our city 
famous by  intereatiog the property 
owneis in something which willat least arrest 
their carnost attention and show them a way 
whereby instead of the depreciation of thoir 
properties, they can be made ofa most re- 
munerative character without any great out- 
lay individually.

The Oattle Trade- 

In consequence of diseases of a contagious 
character having boon found among cattle 
which have been lIanded in Emgland, four 
vessels which sailed from Portland and Hali- 
tax, the following regulation have been issued 
by tho Canada Privy Council :-— 

1, All veasels which have carried cattle 
from any port in the United States shall be 
prohibited from loading cattle in Canada for 
a period of thirty days thereafter, and fur- 
thee until such vessels shall have been 
thoroughly cleansed and disinfected under the 
supervision of an inspector appointed by the 
Minister of Agriculture. 

2. All vessela which have carried cattle 
from any United States port among any of 
which “foot and mouth disease” shall have 
been found shall be prohibited for a period of 
sixty days thereafter from lovding cattle in 
any Canadian port, and further until such 
vessels shail have been thoroughly cleansed 
and disinfected under the eupervision of an 
inspector appointed by the Minister of Agri- 
culture, 

3. All vessels which have carried cattle 
from any United States port among any of 
which shall have been found the disease 
known as ‘‘plouro-pneumonia” shall be pro- 
hibited for a poriod of ninety days thereafter 
from loading oattle in any Canadian port, and 
further until such vessels shall have been 
thoroughly clesnsed and disinfected under 
the eupervision of an inspector appointed by 
the Minister of Agrioulturo.

The present is unsatis- 
factory and the future uncertain, It was 
hoped that by this time the market would be 
cloanod up as thorougly as it was last year. 
But a close account of stock held in thia mar, 
ket on the firat of this month showed that 
there were 35,013 boxes of what were classed 
as ‘‘cheddars,” and 15,814 boxes of ‘flats, " 
making a total of 50,827 boxes on hand. 
ear ago the stook footed up aboat 26,000 
isiee so that there is an excess this year of 
25,000 boxes more than last spring at the same 
date, Of course the proportion of fine stock 
is comparately emall—probably not more than 
10,000 ; and it is believed that the price of 
this can be fully maintained, The receipts, 
however, aro unusually large for this season of 
the year; almost double in fdot. Last yoar 
the receipts ia April were about 26,000 boxer; 
this yoar they wilt bo 40,000, if we judge from 
the receipts of the mopth alroady past. This 
stock is composed chiofly of creamory skims, 
and it is arriving so frooly that the price is 
correspondingly low.

When once mastered, it reasonablences is ap- 
parent. If you have a sow with a litter of 
pigs, fence off a yard for them to wander in 
to their hoart’s content, and don't compel 
your nuighbors to build several miles of fonoe 
to prorenn themselves from their incursions 
and <opredations, Aw itis at presest, most 
people live in pens, tor the convenience of 
stock, whowo liberty is of more moment than 
that of the noble creature man. What are 
small town and village lots but so many hu- 
man pons? Our towns and villages might be 
boautifal parks, but forthe necessity of fonc- 
ing out tho animala that unwise municipal 
regulations permit to turn loose. Fences are 
unsightly. Eyon those on which money has 
been expended to make them ornamental, are 
divfiguroments to the landscapo and eyesores 
toallsonsible beholdera. ‘The rapid con- 
sumption of timber and consequent cost of 
fences will ere long lead to their disuse. It 
will soon be cheaper to cut food for stock and 
carry itto them than to fence pastures in 
which moro than half of the greon yrowth is 
dostroyed by tho tramping of animals while 
grazing. Whea this fence incubus comes to 
be shaken off, people will wondor at tho folly 
of their ancestors in submitting to it so long. 


VICTIMS IN JHE NICK CASASTROPHE 
KK'A MEBSAGK, 


A BROTH- 


Whon tho first reports of tho catastrophe 
in the Nico Opora House wore despatched it 
was said that ‘fa family of threo had perish- 
ed” Mr, David Konno ly, of Edinburgh, 
tho famous Scottish vocalist, read the news 
with thrills of horor, for his sou Mr. James 
Kennedy, 23 yoars of age, and his daughters 
Kato and Lizzic, aged 19 and 17 respoctively 
after brilliant season's onvagements, ad gone 
to Nico, where James resumed his studies 
for the third year under Signor 1 amporti, a 
ronowed Italian teacher of muaic, Only a 
fow days before, a letter from James informed 
the fatbor that hoe aud his sisters would avail 
thomselvos of héaring the opera on tho .23rd 
=the fatal night. Ibe worst fears were con- 
firmed, for Mr, Robert Konnedy, who had 
been studying at Milav, hastened to Nice on 
learoing of tho disaster, and his firat mossage 
home was, ‘It must be told—they are all 
dead, The theatre blew up and fell in sud- 
donly ; death was instantaneous” A _ later 
telopram said, “Thank God, they are revog- 
nizablo beyond possibility of doubt, Cut off 
in the carnest pursuit of o pure art, they uow 
sing a higher and holier song in Heayon,” 
The Mayor of Nico had given orders that all 
bodies recovered from the ruins should be in- 
terred at once, owing to the decomposing in- 
fluence of the heat, Mr, Robort Kennedy 
stated that he would haye tho bodies of his 
brother and sisters conyeyed to a vault in 
the English cemotery, six miles distasd. A 
service would be held that day by special 
permission, Another message from the heart- 
broken brother said, ‘At four o'slock to-day 
I kiesed them all for you and mother, then 
nailed them dawn, and now they lie in the 
cemotery vault till Monday.” Letters, which 
have been received, were posted by Mr. 
James Kennedy on his way to tho Opora 
House, 

On Sunday tho Rev. Mr. Gloag, of Nicol- 
son Street United Presbyterian. Church, 
preached a memorial sermon, in the course of 
which he spoke of the deceased as follows : 
“I speak of our young {riendg not as sweet 
singors of sweet song, but as youthful follow- 
ers of Christ. They were trained at a Christ- 
tian fireside ; wore taught to wear the white 
flower of a spotless life, and to love the house 
of God and all the ordinances of the holy 
Gospel.

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Dairy News and Notes. 

The association of north-western dairymen 
at its late mesting ia Janesville, Wis, made 
strong protest against all methoris of adulter- 
ating cheese and butter. 

As the success of dairying depends atmost 
wholly upon the ekill with which milk is han- 
dled before and doriog its manufacture, and 
as some of the processes require considerable 
manual skill to attain the bost results, it is 
being urged that it would be a good thing to 
establish co-operative dairy echools of some 
sort in tho dairy districts of the country. 
Such schools are maintained by Government 
in Gennany, Sweden, France, England and 
Russia. 

The sheriff of Otsego county has for two 
yoare had remarkable success in feeding fodder 
and hay cut by a one-horse power machine 
and steamed, to a dairy of 42 cows, of which 
be has had charge for a couple of years, He 
has a boiler near his barn Puttin a separate 
building, and conducts the steam by an under- 
ground pipe to large vats, iato which the cut 
hay is putand steamed with meal. The yield 
irom his cows has been yery great, and hs es- 
timates the saving in hay is at least 20 tons 
for the winter, The farm is two miles from 
Cooperetown. 

Cheese making depends upon the exist- 
ence in milk of caseine, a substance which 
when pure is found to be an acid, and only 
slightly soluble iu water. It can be obtained 
nearly pure by coagulating skimmed'milk with 
vinegar or dilute acid, and forming a jelly-like 
substance wado by an iatimate mixture of curd 
and whey. These soon separate, aud the whey 
being drained off and the residue repeatedly 
washed and kneaded with pure water, almost 
pure oaseine will be obtained. It can bo fur- 
ther purified by dissolving in a weak solution 
of soda, and being left to stand for 12 hours 
and thon repeatedly washed and boiled, which 
will get rid of all the cream and tho milk salts. 


The first co-operative creamery was started 
in southeastern’ Pennsylvania, the Philadel- 
phia district, in August,1879, at Quakertown, 
a4 an oxperiment in imitation of Central New 
York efforts. ‘here aro now 26 such estab- 
lishments in the districts and should prices 
keep good many more will be built this sea- 
cov. They last season made 650 tons of bute 
ter and 2,000 tons of cheese. The region bas 
been a dairy district since long before the 
time when dairying was thought of in Central 
New York or the west, butuotil dassiyibhe 
product has only been such as could find a 
ready home marketin Philadelphia, It is 
now anticipated that a different and moro ex- 
topsive business ia to be done, which the im- 
portation of the co-operative creamery and 
cheese factory from New York has rendered 
possible. 


Dairying during the season of 1881 promises 
well from the outlook at present, especially 
in the northwest. In Wisconsin cheese will 
be the main product of the dairy, although 
not a few factories will adopt the plan of mak. 
ing butter, if not through the entire season, 
they will as soon as the checge season closes. 
A number of new factories will be orected in 
various portions of the state. In Towa but- 
ter will ke the product, and from reports the 
make for 1881 will greatly exceed that of 
1880, when the product reached fully 50,000, - 
000 pounds, In Illinois a fow new creamerics 
will be erected, and butter and cheese will 
both be producedas formerly. In none of 
the foregoing states can much cheese bo found 
at present, and the opening of spring will 
give a good market especially for the better 
olass of goods. 


The centrifugat method in butter making 
is not yet adopted to dairies of amallor capac- 
ity than 200 cows, Its methods are not com- 
plex, The milk ot a temperature of 80° is 
poured into a tube which by an engine is re- 
volved at a rapid rate. By tho simple law 
that the heaviest particles will uoder such 
treatment seck the outsike the skim milk gous 
to the outer rim, the best cream arranges 
itself noarest the centre and is drawn off. 
Butter from the church is placed in a wire 
basket and the buttermilk separated by whirl. 
ing. It is thought sweet cream is better then 
sour. This method which the slate board of 
agriculture of Massachusetts has lately been 
examining, eaves from two to five pounds of 
milk in the amount it takes to make a pound 
of butter, tho separation of cream being #0 
much more complete, There are about 200 
sote of the centrifugals at work io French da- 
ries and a fow in England.

Sugar-Making. 


Sugar-makiog now and sugar-making as it 
was aro very different things, and what it ha» 
gained io facility it has lostin picturesquenss 
Tho old camp with its primitive appliances is 
no more; the “kettle” has been superseded by 
the ‘‘pan”, and the trough has become a mass 
of crumbling decay. Thewomen and child- 
ren are kept at home, and no longer know the 
old time delights of *‘sugaring off,” though in 
the Arcadia of the past their services were 
not despised, and the whole houschold set up 
its abode in the woods. 

The sap was collected then in troughs, each 
about three feot long, hollowed outof sections 
of poplars, and was conveyed to the kettles in 
barrels, from whichit was transferred by 
scoops. Thero were five or more kettles,from 
ten to thirty gallonsin capacity, and cach 
was fillet with sap, which was kept boiling, 
the larger kettles being refilled from the 
smaller ones as ovaporation reduced the 
quantity, When the contents were redu zed 
to a desired consistency, the hot syrup was 
dipped out and passed through a flannel 
strainer into covered tubs, from which again 
it was poured iotoa lerge, thick bottomed 
kettle for the process of ‘‘stirring off,”’ some 
milk and the whites of soveral eggs being 
added te it. Thus prepared it was place 
over a slow fire, and kept just below boiling 
point until tho sediment and all foreign mat- 
ters in it floated to the top and were remov- 
ed, when it became deliciously translucent. It 
was now exposed to a greater heat and yently 
boiled, the evaporation continuing, and 
bringing it nearer to the point of granulation. 
Now the sugar-maker was all watchfuloess, 
and it fared ill with those who distracted him, 
for if the golden liquid seeting in the kettle 
boiled the least bit too much, it would be- 
come dry in quality, while if it boiled too 
little, it would become ‘‘soggy.” He tested 
it constantly, plucking threads of it from hia 
stirring stick, and trailing them round jn cups 
of cold water. While the threads yielded 
waxiy to the touch, the sugar was not yet 
done, but as soon as one broke oriep between 
his fingers, the moment had come to take the 
kettle off the fire. Asthe sugar bogan to 
cool, it crystallized round the sides, and 
gradually the whole mass, under a vigorous 
stirring, beoame granular. 

In that way sugar was made years ago, and 
when the sap flowed profusely the operations 
woro continued through the night, and the 
fires cast strange shadows in the woods, But 
instead of a hut of loge a permanent sugar- 
house is now built, and furnished with many 
olaborate devices to prevent woste and dete- 
rioration, Formerly, Whenthe maples were 
tapped with an auger, an “‘elder quill” was 
inserted in the incision to conduct the sap into 
the trough below ; that is, a small piece of 
older wood about threo inches long with tho 

ith bored out of it, whioh formed a tubo: 
ut in most orchards to-day a galvanized iron 
spout is used, which has the advantage of not 
souring tho sap nor choking many pores. 
Everything is “improved,” The collections 
aro mado with the uavarying order of collec- 
tions from letter-boxes, and ifa grove is on a 
hill, and the sugar-houee is in a hollow, the 
sap, as it is gathored, is emptied into a 
“flamo,” whioh quickly conducts it tas largo 
roservoir within tho building, wherein it is 
strainod through cloth, A scoop or a Jadlo is 
as anachronistic ava javoliv, Som the reser- 
voir tho sap is conducted, as required, through 
tin pipos into a “heater,” whence it passes 
through a sories of iron tubos, to be delivered 
aftor straining, in a condition for ‘‘ sugaring 
off.’ 

Maple sugar as it reochea the market is of a 
olearor color for all theso improvements ; bat 
thoro aro somo who actually say that tho 
flavor has fallon off, and that the now patent 
ovaporators ore & BDATO, Ono change has cor.

Defrauding the Revenue. 


(From the Ottawa Citizen.) ! 


There is too much reason to fear that for 
years past a syatematio process of dofrauding 
the revenue of the country has been oarriod 
on by moans of false invoices, exporters and 
importors having gone to work in the most 
deliberate manner for the purpose of deceiy- 
ing the authoritios, Wo referred yesterday 
to the caso of Clarko, Rooves & Co,, of Phila- 
dolphia, whose conduct connected with the 
construction of the Chaudiero Bridge is fami- 
liar to tho reader. Wo understand that tho 
Customs Dopartmont has been engaged in 
investigating othor frauds on the part of buni- 
ness men in our own country, with results 
which justify the romark made above that 
dishonest praotioos have been carried on for 
years. While porhapas it is impossible to do- 
toot all the frauds that the ingenuity of por- 
sons intent upon violating the law and rob- 
bing the revenue could devise, it does seem 
that the practices complained of are in no 
small dogreo attributable to a laxity on tho 
pas of those whose duty it was in tho past to 
ook carefully and assiduously after wrone- 
doers, Bothatasit may, it is satisfactory 
to know that the Department of Customs 
under its presont management is determined 
that honest and straightforward importers 
shall not suffer as the result of the perpetra- 
tion of frauds on the part of those 5 o not 
look upon cheating the Government asan act 
requiring the exercise of conscientious scruples, 
In addition to cases already referred to in the 
Citizen, others have alnce eome under our 
observation. Totwo ofthese wenow make 
special reference. It appears that a certain 
firmin the hat and cap trade, doing business 
in London, have been in the habit of 
pripbent ing in foreign markets, and were 
urnished with three invoices by the 
exporter—ono containing the true value of the 
goods and the other two, used for customs 
peepoees; made outat lower prices. The 

rm being suspected, the Customs Inspector 
demanded their invoice book. Having ob- 
tained it, he took it to the Custom House and 
compared it with the entries made there, 
which comparison showed that for two years 
the firm had systematically entered their im- 
portations atan under-valuation of nearly 
$6,000. That sum the Department imposed 
as a tine, Now comes rather an amus- 
ing story of audacity and fraud combined. 
Another London firm having read in a local 
newspaper that the house above referred to 
had gotinto trouble with the Oustoms au- 
thorities, sent a representative to the office 
of the ne per in question to complain that 
the name of the offending firm had not been 
made public, a circumstance which left firm 
No2 and other honest houses ‘open to sus- 
icionon the part of the public, Will it be 
lieved that at the vory time the indignant 
firm were complaining that the name of the 
convicted firm had not been publshed, the 
Customs inspector had in his on false 
entries made by themselves? After the In- 
spector had satisfied himself regarding the 
frauds practised, he went to the warehouse of 
firm No, 2 and asked them to exhibit their 
invoice book. An inyestigation proved that 
undervaluation to tho amount of some $3,000 
had been made, which sum they will be 
obliged to pay over tothe Customs, And 
yet this firm was particularly anxious that 
tirm No, 1 should be exposed, in order that 
honest (?) business men should not rest under 
an imputation! We learn that en further in- 
vestigation it was discovered that one of these 
firms had made no fewer than 404 false entries, 
every one of which must have been sworn to as 
correct. For each one of these false entries 
the offending parties made themselves liable, 
under clause 76 of the Customs Aot, ‘“‘to a 
ponslty not exceeding $200, or to im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding one 
year, or both, in the discretion of the court 
before which the conviction is had.” Now, 
if these penalties were fully enforced, the of- 
fending parties would have to pay fines 
amounting to $80,800; while as to the term of 
imprisonment, that is a calculation which, if 
the reader be desirous, he can make for him- 
self, In order that there may be no misun- 
derstanding as to the affidavit taken by the 
importer we quote it io full 

I, the undersigned , hereby solemn- 
ly declare that the within Bill of Entry contains 
a true account of the goods imported in the 

, whereof master, (or by the rail- 
way), (or, as the case may be) trom , and 
whereof I, (or, as the case may be)—am (or is or 
are) the owner (importer or consignee) that the 
invoice here produced is the true and only tnvoice 
T (or, as the case may be) haVe (or has) received 
or expect or rol ie to receive of the said 
goods, and that the price of the goods, as men- 
tioned in the invoice, exhibit the actual cost (or 
the fair pret value) ve ire goods at — 
or place of exportation, an at no 
for cash are made in the said invoice prices. 

Subsection 2 of section 88 of the Customs 
Act, deolares that ‘‘if any wilfully false oath 
bo made in any case where by this Actan oath 
is required or authorized, the party making 
the same will be guilty of wilful and corrupt 
perjury, and liable to the punishment provid- 
edfor that offence.’ Itis surprising to us 
that after deliberately conspiring with the 
exporter to defraud the revenuomen oan take 
such an oath and expect to pscare the penalty 
pioenanel when discovered. he Customs 
law is intended to be a living, operative 
enactment, not a dead letter to be parse fast 
and loose with as it may ploase business men. 
If its penal olauses are not to be operative, 
better have them oxpunged, for it is the 
voriest farce to have them in the Act if they 
can be set at defiance with impunity, It is 
the duty of the Department to seo that tho 
law as it oxists is obsorved: therofore when 
men who, with a full knowledge of its pro- 
visions in their possession, go to work to 
heat the revenue, they have only thomsolves- 
to blamoif they are made to suffer the oon. 
sequences of their acts,

Forty-seven years ago or thereabouts John 
W. Mackay was born in Dublin, He came 
to New York in his youth, and gamboled a- 
round the City Hall park in its pastoral days, 
and was not ye! When a blase theatre- 
goer gave him a check for the Park theatre. 
Among other sights he used to look with won- 
der upon a famous man striding up Nassau 
street from the old poet office, with a bundle 
of newspapers under his arm. This was James 
Gordon Kennett, then a curiosity even to 
boys, and the work which he was doing was 
building up the New York Herald. Califor- 
nia came in enticing golden splendor out of 
the sluices of Swiss Sutter’s mill, and slong 
MoKay went with all the world to El Dorado, 
About this time there went two others on the 
same errand. One was an Irishman named 
O’Brien—“ Billy’ O’Brien, as all California 
came to call him. Billy had a partner, a 
strong-headed, resolute New York lad, who 
came from the Broderick section of New York, 
and had in him all that immense capacity of 
doing and carne which gave Broderick na- 
tional fame. Billy's partner is now known as 
Jas. C. Flood, of the ** Flood & O’Brien firm,” 
whose phenomenal success was to make all the 
world wonder. 

WITH THE ARGONAUTS. 

Mackay went his way, as everybody did 
in those feverish days, He lived in mini 
camps; hesleptonthe ground; he picked, 
and scratched, and washed the gravel in run- 
ning streams ; he had his ups and downs; he 
saw all that was gay, all that was golden in 
Eldorado life, and then he came with his 
pick and his blanket to the Nevada moun- 
tains. Inthe meantime Billy O'Brien and 
his partner had tired of the sage bush. Giy- 
ing up mining, they went to San Francisco 
and into business. The young Irishman made 
their acquaintance. He had found some 
prospects, and they had some money, A 

‘headed, smooth, discreet, incer be- 
came known to them, by name Fair, He 
was 5 man to be considered, and thatthe re- 
sult was that four men—Mackay, Flood, 
O’Brien, and Fair—made that business oom- 
pact known as the Bonanza firm, which is 
pow a ruling power in the Pacificempire, In 
tho firm Mackay owns two-fifths, and as the 
head of the Bonanza firm, is. known sa the 
Bonanza king. 

THE DARK HOUR BEFORE DAWN. 


His royal honors came to him in the dis- 
covery of the big bonanzafin the Comstock 
lode, about ten years ago. Mackay himself 
—to show the uncertainties of mining—was 
about to throw up the lode in despair when 
his workmen struck a vein which was to 
yield $111,000,000, Other mines helped to 
awell the tirm’s revenues, and the bonanza 
firm, which, ten years ago, would haye sold 
its Comstock lode for a million, became the 
masters of stupendous wealth. Mackay’s in- 
come from his mines alone was put down for 
a length of time at $800,000 a month, But 
no one can tell how muoh is fiction and how 
much is truth in a career so remantio, Oer- 
tain it is, however, that the bonanza firm 
became one of the richest in America, O’+ 
Brien died io the beginnin, of the good days, 
and left several millions, Fairisin the sen- 
ate, 

HIS EXEOUTIVE ARILITY,

of the treasury. Mackay lives among 
mines,‘ except when he runs over te his Par- 
isian palace undet the Arch of Triumph to 
see his wife and children; and, if the truth 
were known, to pine for the lower levels of 
Yellow Jack and Consolidated Virginia as 
he strolls about the Champs e008, OF Wan- 
ders through the arches of the Palais Royal. 
The possessor of so many millions, tho 
pavza king lives a life of studied simplicity, 
He is well read, knows all about the outside 
world, keeps himself abreast of the current 
thought and literature of the timo, There 
are few men better informed as to what the 
world knows than John W. Maokay, Of his 
generosity thoro are aro storics that remind us 
of Monte Christo. Of his kindnoss and 
princely ways all who know him can speak,

of tho act, it had the offect of making bis 
way clear, and this morning he had city 
employees engaged in filling in the space 
between tho rails with gravel and covering 
the track for a considerable distance, 60 as 
to offectually shut off the siding from the 
main line. During the prosecution of this 
work this morning a number of G. J. R. 
omployoos wore standing about eyeing the 
workmon with no friendly looks, and it was 
fonrod that a collision would take place; but 
happily no violence of any kind occurred. 

The G. J. R. authorities claim the siding 
aa the property of tho Road, and aver that 
the romoval of the rail this “morning 
was nos only illegal but criminal. Tho 
Road Superintendent stated this morning 
that he had received instructions from his 
superiors to replace the rail, and that he 
would do so at all hazards this afternoon, 
He atated further that the veotion bows had 
no’ right to make the proposal’ on ao- 
count of which the Street Surveyor had de- 
layed taking action till this morning. 

An eminent lawyer of the city informed 
ab INTELLIGENCER reporter this morning 
that,in his opinion, the city had no right to 
grant Messrs, Downey & Preston the 
ptivileyo of laying down the siding without 
first obtaining an Act of Parliament to 
that. offect, He also atated that if the 
Grand Junction Uompany replaced the rail 
which had been renioved, without obtain- 
ing thé corisent of the Council to do so, the 
Company ‘would be legally liable.

Political Notes. 


THE BLAKE TEMPERANCE DINNER, 

The organized hypocrisy under the name of 
Reform, aro at it again. The Montreal Wit. 
ness, undotorred by a diminishing subscription 
list and the protests of deluded subscribers, 
started the lic, in the interests of its party, in 
this reference to the Blake ban juot: ‘ Tho 
banquet last night proves cobclumvely, and 
wo hope for all the futare, that a dinner af 
which wines are not provided will be not only 
as successful, but more successfal than one of 
thoold kind.” And this is being copied by 
the Grit press everywhere, /a T'ribune, ing 
rhapsodic i eulogy of the procesdings of the 
Clear Grits and K ouges, in Which these pro- 
ceedings are described as a revivifying of the 
paralysed party of the body, thus refers to the 
dinner; ‘' But it was in the evening, at tho 
Windsor Hotel, amip ABUNDAKCE oF CHAM- 
PAGNE, of light and of harmony, that these 
operations had their full effect, and that the 
paralytic was rostored to life.” La Tribune's 
desorip ion of tho dinner is a maca more accu- 
rato one than that of the Witness, It is over 
so with tho party of purity. 

GRITS UNPATRIOTIC, 

Tho Hamilton 7'imes is a thoroughly repre- 
sentative clear Grit paper, much more ao, in 
fact, than the leading organ of the party in 
Toronto. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
it should be taking alarm at the prospect of a 
rapid sottloment of the Canadian Northwest. 
One day it had an article on ‘*tho absurdity of 
‘expecting British financial aid to people the

however, in spite of the offorts of such news- 
papers as the Times, the Canadian Northwest 
is rapidly growing in favor with the emigeat- 
ing classes. 

MOK GRIT EXODUS, 

Tho Liberal press never tires of prating 
about the exodus from Canada, and in pro- 
viding & text docs not hesitate to magnify and 
distort factsof the most ordinary charadter. 
The latest parsgraph which has been going 
the rounds reads as follows :—‘! It seems that 
out of the 790 passengers who lefc Milbrook 
the other day ostensibly for Manitoba, 500 will 
make their homesin Dakota. That was a 
Manitoba party with a vengeance!’ The fact 
is that the whole population of Milbrook does 
not greatly exceed the number represented as 
haying rempved fromit. The number who 
actually left Milbrook and the district sur- 
rounding it was just oae-tenth of that stated 
in the Grit newspapers, and how 500 people 
out of a total exodus of 79 could make Da. 
kota their destination it would puzzle a 
Philadelpbia lawyer to discover, Those who 
did leave Milbrook were bound for the Souris 
district, where they had arranged for land for 
settlement and it is very questionable if a 
single one has changed his destination to Da. 
kota. 


The Chio Earthquake. 
Still Another Estimate of the Num- 
ber Hilled. 


Sufforings and Dostitution of the Survivors. 


_ Lonpon, April 16.—The Times’ Chio cor- 
respondent saya he has now made from per- 
sonal observation, and with the help of others 
a pretty thorough canvass of affairs thorough- 
out the Island. The total number of dead 
is scarcely less than 4,000, although 
some allowance may be due to ths fact 
that immediately sfter the disaster many 
persons crossed to the mainland, and some of 
those now reported as dead may escape. The 
villages on the southern side of the Island 
are completely wrecked; hardly a single 
house hag been left standing. The centre of 
the volcanic act‘oa seems to haye been near 
Nonila, overlooking Magdala Bay on the eaat 
coast, where 300 persons perished out of a 
population of 1,200, At Vounos 26 perished 
out of a population of 600; at Philatea, 60 
out of 250; at Kalamonte, 40 out of 100; at 
Armilea, 30 out of 300; and at Kiney, 130 
out of 480, On the western side of the Island 
at Mesta, many houses fell but nobody was 
killed. At Vesha three quarters of the build- 
ings were wrecked, but only one person kill- 
ed. At Lethi 25 persons were killed out of 
400. At Anabatos 12 were kiYed. This is 
the most northerly town on the west aside, 
which suffered severely. Other towns were 
severely shaken, but are not in rains. The 
district of Chio and the towns south.eagt of 
Kallimaasia is simply 
a mass of ruins, aud itis difficult to distin. 
guish o:¢ house from another, yet only 448 
perished out of 1,800 Neighboring villages 
suffered similarly, Seven of the priocipal 
onea, containing 8,570 people, are believed to 
have lost 1,327 dead At Jeast pine-tenths 
of the houses in the southern and south-east. 
ern portiova of the Island must be rebuilt or 
repsired. The population are now compat 
out, and there is great need of food and _ shel- 
ter. The northero part requires help, but to 
less extent, Those severely wounded are 
nealy all being brought to Chio by men from 
the ships. The work of clearing away the 
ruins has begun here, but the vi people 
are still panic-stricken, Litth,can be done 
as long as the shocks continue. Of 200 pes 
sons who perished in.

nature. Tt is difficult to put our objections in a 
form which shall vot be considered disrespectful 
to the small clubs of this country, for which we 
entertain the most cordial respect, but if we 
should invite entries to our regattas from recog- 
nized yacht clubs, the invitation would be cote 
sidered as includivg only such organizations os 
by the size of their yachts, and the social stand 

ing of their members, made them our equals; 
and it would not be understood to include or 

ganizations like the Empire aud Long Teland 
clubs, Iti not that we liar the Atlanta or any 
other yacht, and we should hall with the great- 
est pleasure the presence of the Vanduara, 
Sanvena, or any of the crack English yachts ; 
but we do not think that we ought to be called 
upon to meet this craft, constructed, not asa 
yacht for any one gentleman's pleasure, but asa 
juint-stock racing machine for the sole purpore 
of winning this trophy, and glorifying Captain 
Cuthbert and this little Canadian organization.’ 
That there is great force inthis, no one will 
deny, and so there is every prospect of a lively 
controversy upon the receipt of this challenge.” 

This isa new and, to say the least, curious 
view of asubjcct as to which there ought to 
bo, and it ia to be hoped will be,no dithculty. 
The mattor is one which ought to be approach- 
ed in a sportsmnavlike aud gentlomanly man- 
nor, but the comments cf the Spirit of the 
Times’ yachting editor and the *‘ prominent 
Club member" who inspire him -are simply 
insolent.

before us. It may surprise the Spirit and the 
shoddy individual whom it quotes approv- 
ingly to learn that the word ‘‘recognized”’ dors 
not appearin the document. ‘| he true sports- 
men who drew up there rules preseribed that 
“any organized Yacht Club of any /oreiyn 
country shall always be ontitled, through any 
one or more of its members, to claim the right 
of sailing a match for thiacup with any yacht 
or vessel of not less than 3) or more than 300 
tons, weasured by the custom house rule of 
the country to which the vessel belongs." So 
that, as the Bay of Quinte Yacht Ciub—small 
as it may appear to the eyes of metropolitanc— 
is, beyond denial, an organized Yacht ¢ lab 
»nd has been so for six years, aod as its chal- 
lenge will be issued as a mattor of right under 
the :ules Jaid down by the donors of the cup, 
on behalf of a yacht of more than 30 tons, the 
Spirit and its snobbish friend are altogether 
lacking io matter for their suporcilious snec: ez, 
The holders of the cup are boand to moet any 
cballenger who c inplies with the simple rules 
which govern, or in equity to return it to the 
cnly ono of the sdrviving donors, whose coa- 
ditivns as to its retention, as made known in 
tho letter above referred toas drawn up by 
them,are of the most sportsmanlike character. 
1 his disposes, for once and for all, of this part 
of the subject. 

What the social standing of the members 
of a challenging Club would have to with a 
challenge for the coveted trophy, we leave it 
to the combined intellect of the Spirit and the 
spiritless individual who broaches the subject 
to explain, as the donors of the cup do not 
meation that which seems a great esential tu 
thom. Howeyer, the high-toned Olub mem- 
ber may make himgelf easy on that point, 
Should he ever tiod himself in the company of 
the membors of the Bay of Quite Yacht Club 
he would not find it necessary to guard his 
pockets very closely for fear of their bein 
picked, nor, should he entertain them, would 
they pocket the silver spoons, whi. bh doubtless 
adoro his table. Perhaps inquiry on the point 
would remove his doubts. 

The other grounds of objection taken, oame- 
ly that only twoof the yachts belonging to 
the B, Q, Y,C. are of suthicient size to be en- 
rolled in the New York Club, and that the 
members of our local Club are haviog a’'jvlnt- 
stock racing machine,” built by Capt. Cutb- 
bert to compete for the cup, are cqually non- 
seniscal and devoid of foundation with thous 
already disposed of. As a mattor of fact there 
atu three—not cwo— of the fleet of the B, Q. 
Y. C. which measure more than 15 tons, and 
are therefore large enough to be eorolled in 
the New York Ciub,namely the At/an‘a, Nora 
aud Dauntless. The Spirit so mangles the 
tabulated list by crediung the Gracies mea- 
surement to the Dauntless, leaving out that of 
the latter and thereby traosposing the whole 
list. that we give it on a correct form below. 
It is, io reality,nobody’s business as to wheth- 
or the Atlanta is a ‘joint-stock raciog ma- 
chino,” or not,as the rules do not provide that 
the challenging vessel shall be the property of 
one or more individuals—in fact, thoy speak 
of “owners,” and do not spovify what their 
number shall be, Neither do they provide that 
that the competing verselsball be ‘‘a yacht for 
any one gentleman's pleasure.” The language 
used is explicit ; ‘' yacht or other versel,” so 
that a trader, a pilot boat, ¢r acansl boat 
might be sailed in » contest for the cup, wo 
long a8 the challenge was issued in behalf of o 
member or mombers of avy organiz d Yacht 
Club. it is not even proyided that the 
veas*l on whose behalf the challengo is issyed 
shall be the property of a member or members 
of the challongeing Club, the role on that 
point haviag been —and evidently purposely— 
Jeft so wide as to include anybody's vessel, 
authenticated in the proper manner. » Othor- 
wise the cup would not be what it is, namely 
the championship emblem of the world for 
sailing yachts or other ve-sela within pre- 
scribed dimensions, 

Although the insinuationu ap to the ownr- 
ship of the At/antais w piece of impertinenve, 
we may state, io order to dispose of the mat. 
ter, that Capt. Cuthbert is her sole owner 
The Captain saye that he bad oooagh of joint 
stock atfairs in the unfortunate Countess of 
Dufferin, He willrace his craft av he choores, 
but not to such an extent as do the ownera of 
the Vunduara and Smeena, which were built 
for racing machines and notbing olse, as thoir 
tine is occupied during the season in geing 
from port to port where regattas aro held and 
sailing in races wherever money prizoo suffi 
clent in amount are offered. Yet thoso are 
the sortofcraft which ‘‘a prominent Olub

The Shrie valty Question. 


V'o the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer 

Sik, —Dauring the present discussion on the 
Most prominent public quostion now betore the 
poople of th # district namely, the question 
ofthe recent ofticial appointments in this 
county by the Ontario Goveromwent the 
Ontario newspaper lias several times doclared 
that thore is no feeling, antagonistic to. the 
course which the Goveramont has taken, in 
the minds of the Reformers of this riding. I 
beg leave to contradict that misstatement, | 
assure you, sir, that in the minds of the ma- 
Jority of Roformers, not only the Reformers 
of Bolloville, but Reéformers throughout the 
county, a very bitter focling exists on account 
of the course Which the Government has seen 
fit to pursue. Io some minds the fecling is 
ong of sorrow, or shame; in othera, it is a 
feeling of indignation. For myself, | confess 
to feclings both of shame aud indignation, 
and 1 am convinced that there are many Re. 
formers who fool justhke me. In what Lam 
Kolog to write, 1 know that I will expresa the 
Views vf a large section of the party. 

The real causo of the provailing discontent 
Alnong the party is—not the more fact of one 
or more unlucky appointments, but-—the ByA- 
tematio ignoring of the party by the Govern- 
ment. All these appointments, 40 far aa | 
have becn able to learn, baye been tnade with- 
out Any previous consultation with the promi- 
nent members of the party in this riding—or, 
indeed, any members of the party except the 
rentlomen directly interested. When Mr, 
Grainger was #0 suddenly elevated into office 
last year it took the Reform party as much 
by surprise as it did the Conservatives, [| 
have not heard that any stronuous exertions 
were made by the Reformers of East Hastinge 
to secura the License Inspoctorship of that 
riding for Mr. Lally; [am rather inclined to 
thiok that his greatness was “thrust upon 
him"—like that uf Mulvolio, Iam sure that 
the heads of the party here were not consult- 
od with respect to the appointment of a new 
Deputy Shoriff and Physician to the Deat and 
Damb Lostetute. If there had been a repre- 
Seatution meting of the leaiing Reformers of 
the riding, I am equally certain that very fow 
hanas would have been raised in favor of the 
appointment of Mr. Patrick O'Brian and Dr. 
Murphy to these positions-—and it is not at 
all probable that thoas hands would have been 
cleav. Personally, I have nothing, and | do 
not believe that those who think and feel with 
me have anytbing, against eithor of these gon- 
tlemen; but I kaow that they are not the 
gentlomen who would baye been chosen by the 
party to fill these positions ; | know that their 
appointment is not only not popular with the 
party, but is extremely distasteful toit; I 
Know that there are others who, by long and 
eminent serviced in the Reform cause, are 
much more entitled to these positions than ia 
either of these gentlemen; I know that they 
have been appointed, not because of anyspecial 
personal merit'which they possess, or of any 
sigual services which they have rendered, but 
because theyare fortunate enough to be friends 
of « powerful momber of the Government ; I 
believe that, in the ey es of that powerfal Min- 
ister, a man is much less deserving of reward 
because he is a good Reformer than because 
he is a good Catholic ; I know that in this 
series of appointments the Reform party has 
been treated with contempt, as though its 
members were not yot out of their awaddling 
clothes ; and it is for these reasons that I, and 
many more Reformers with me, protest against 
the appointment of these gentlemen, It seems 
to me, sir, thatthe Government is doing not 
only a wrong thiog but an inexpedient thing. 
Talleyrand used to say thata blunder was 
worse than a crime—and the Government has, 
Lam afraid, b'undered. It is always foolish 
to attempt to gain the alleviauce of the few 
at the risk of alienating the many—and I be- 
lieve that is what the Government has beea 
doing, having consented to the recent appoint- 
menta with the hope that they will influence 
the Catholic vote. It will probably be eecu, 
in the future, that the action of the Govern- 
ment has had very little effect in that di- 
rection, while it will discourage and disgnet 
the majority of Reformers, infuse fresh vigor 
into their opponents Locause itfurnishes fresh 
caure for opposition, and thus renders still 
weaker the chances of redeeming West Has- 
tings. Another reason why the Government 
is open to the charge of having blundered is 
that such appointments as those in question 
haye the effect of impresring on people's minds 
the idea that the inflaence of Mr. Fraser is 

ramountin the Government, and such an 
idea is apt to lower one's opinion of tbe re- 
maining members of the Goyernment, as bo- 
ing un tuly influenced by w more powerful 
mind, Unfortunately it is not an uncommon 
thing to hear eveo Refermers speak contemp- 
tuously of Mr. Mowat and bis colleagues be- 
cause of their subsurvienco to Mr. Fraser. 
Such a sentiment if if becomes general, is 
dangerous to the strongest government. — 

I am, sir, a strovg party man; ond it is be- 
cause I am a strong party tan that I am 
writing thus strongly, I believe that the 
recent action of the Government ia calculated 
to be of great injury to my party, and it is 


for that reason that I consider it to bo tho 


duty of some Reformer to enter his protest 
against it, with the hape that auch a protest 
may serve asa wholesome warning to the 
Government and prevent it from adopting 


such an uojustand high-handed course in the 


future. 


With the sincere hope that what I have 
writ'on may have some little effect in that 


direction, Nf

| Construction of the Sault St. Marie 
aud Souris Brauch Lines, 


3 rp LARGEST STOCK OF 
THE PROSPECTS OF IMMIGRATION, 


(From the Mail ) 

MontiwaAt,, April 19.—Mr, Duncan Me- 
Intyre, the resident local director of the Can- 
ade Pavitic Railway Company, arrived here 
to-day via New York from London, England, 
where ho left his directors, who intended 
leaving for Canada a woek or ten days subse- 
queut to his departure. Mr, McIntyre was 
tired and weary after his long journey, but 
receiver your «¢ orrespondent most kindly at 
his private residencs in the wvat end, where 
he wos resting Preparatory to the heavy la. 
bors that&re before him 1p connection with 
the gigastic work in which he and others are 
engaged, Oar interview in reference to what 
was done in London by tho syndicate was 
brief, cutirely unreserved, aud quite interest. 
ing. In general terms ho remarked that the 
directors’ visit to. England had been most 
satisfactory. They were well received in all 
circles, and met with no obstruction or unfair 
treatment from any quarter, There was no 
“pparent jealousy manifested towards thom 
by the representatives in England of the great 
American through lines, with the exception 
perhaps of the publication in the English jour- 
nals of short extracts from speeches of Cana- 
dian members of Parliament, or from news. 
papers like the Globe, hostile to the Domioion 
Government, and depréciatory of the Pacifio 
railway undertaking. Up to the period of 
Mr. Molntyre’s departure from London, the 
directors were steadily engaged in concerting 
measures for the vigorous prosecution of the 
work on all the sections of the railway. 

It was determined to build the Sault St. 
Marie liue in connection with the Canada 
Central, so as to complete a direct railway 
and steamboat route from Montreal via Sault 
Ste. Marie and Thunder Bay to Winnipeg. 
The paramount object in doing this great 
work was to reduce the rates tothe loweat 
point for immigrants to the North-Weat, and 
to avoid taking them through American terri- 
tory. This work, which will be carried 
through by tho time immigration sets in next 
year, will be pushed to completion from both 
ends of the line, It will pot, however, be al_ 
lowed to interfere or retard in the least the 
work upon the railway to the north of Lake 
Superior. 

The construction of thst po:tion of the un- 
dertakiog will be carried on eimultaneously 
with all the other wections, aid with as 
stroog.« desire to get it completed as any 
other part of the line. The branch to the 
southern coal fields at the Souris, and which 
will pass through and open up that valuable 
portion of the territory partially occupied by 
the Mennonites, was alxo determined on aa a 
work of immediate importance and it. will 
also bo placed under construction forthwith.

How it was done 1n Prince Hdward.

Reeves,ex-reoyes, 
deputy reeves, ex-members of Parliament, 
justices of the peace, all became suddenly 
interested, and brought pressure to bear on 
the unfortunate members of the County 
Oouncil. Instead of by ballot, the vote 
was made open, and Mr. Knox was beaten 
by one, the voto standing, Sprague nine, 
Knox eight. Mr. Sprague thus secured 
his heart's wish. In his method of obtain- 
ing ithe was true tothe instincts of his 
party, who not only never go unbidden to 
desks to secure useful documents, but ney- 
er allow politics to interfere in municipa) 
matters!

Monthly Report of the Woman's 
Obristian Association. 

The most important item to be recorded in 
the monthly report of February and March is 
the grant of $300 given by the Vity Council 
to the Woman's Christian Assoviation on the 
26th March. Although the applications for 
assistance have been very numerous during 
these cold and inclement months, yet little 
aid has been given, the funds of the Agsovia- 
tion being so low ; yet atill the Ward visitors 
have been faithful to their work, and much 
has been done by them, even though they 
have so often been olliged to go to their 
Wards empty handed, However, in February 
$24.45 was expended by the ladies for their 
Wards—no money or orders ever being given, 
but the money expended by the lady visitors 
themselves for the destitute of their Warde— 
and in March $22.50 

At the Home all is going on without chanye, 
Two of the inmates are still very ill, and have 
been all wioter. No new inmater have been 
received since last report, oxcept one, who 
remained only for a fow weeks as assistant 
tothe matron, The amount expended on the 
Homo for February was as follows :—Supply 

24; Fuel $17.45; Home Reg. Com. $3.90; 
Matron’s salary $8; reat $7; printing reports

——NEW HOSIERY —— | Advantages ot Improved Stock. 


Tho British market is the one ou which the 
farmor han to depend for the disposal of all 
his surplus etock, A geoat deal of the stock 
raised in this country is consumed here, but 
not all of it. Great Britain, however, can 
take all that Canadisn farmers will bo likely 
to havo for some time to come. Onur trade 
with tho United States can be but small, and 
will be principally in thorough bred animals 
for breeding purposes , because the Americans 
are aleo exporters to tho British market. Our 
trado with Groat Britaia has all grown up 
within a fow years, In 1873 not ono animal 
was sbippod from this country to Korope, In 
1580 not less tnan 50,000 head of cattle and 
more than twice ay many shacp wore shipped 

tho mont of these animals being rataad in 
Ontario. Kor those cattle the Canadian farm- 
ers received not loss than $5,500,000,—and 
thin trade, one may say, has jast commonc id. 
What may its proportions not be in afew 
years? Whother the farmers of this nection 
will take advantage of it or not to tho fullest 
possible extent, they must decide for them- 
nclves. Au the supply of good cattle increases 
the demand for inforior cattlo must decrease, 
It is worse tha uscless to ship poor cattle to 
England, | Joho Bull is somewhat fastidious 
about his beef; ho wants a really first-Ulass 
article, for which he is willing to pay, and 
will not use any other. Large aized, fine boned, 
well bred, and with meat of firat class quality, 
is what tho British beef-cater wants. Some 
of the above facts have boou gleaned from the 
roport of the agricultural commissioners ; this 
report is a valuable one, and cannot fail to be 
of great bonelit to the farmers of Canada; we 
give more extracts from the report this week, 
On the sabject of ‘Improved Stock” the com- 
missioners say ;—‘' If a Canadian farmor were 
raising cattle for his own merket alone, it 
would be only commonly pradent to keep none 
but improve i stock, whether he looked te fat- 
tening a atoor, or hafer, or now and then had 
occasion to turn a dairy cow into beof, But 
if he looks, as he must look, to the British 
market ax hin standard, he is with common 
cettlo hopelessly behind, and: whilo, his wisor 
noighbors will be petting their $75 to $S0, or 
even $100, for a good trade beast, he will be 
left to go a-bogging to the local butcher to 
relieve hin) of his rubbish at the latter's own 
terms. It is painfal to read the evideuce of 
Mr. Britton and othors ia which they describe 
the diffizulty of selecting even a few beasts 
fit for ship» ent, out of large numbers at fairs 
ane other places, and ‘to reflect upon the ter- 
rible loss of opportunities represented by the 
hundreds rejected.” 

“Nor is the direct pecuniary gain on a good 
grade beast, as compared with a ‘scrub,’ the 
only adyantage the farmer receives by intro- 
ducing improved stock. Everyboly has 
heard stories writton for a mora! parpose, of 
the first reformin an uncleanly household 
being biought about by one of its youthtul 
members being sent by his teacher to wash 
hfa face and hands at the school pump It is 
not too much to say that the ioitial step to- 
wards really good, thrifty and profitable 
farming is to by found in the outlay of the 
first twe or three dollars on theservice of a 
thorough-bred ball, From that moment the 
farmer has something worth caring for, and 
which will respond to his care. It is not 
very satisfactory to read that forty-seven per 
cent of the farm buildings of Ontario are of 
an inferior character. But meu that breed 
improved stock will tind it unprotitable to 
keep thom in straw yards, orin open sbeds 
inthe winter, or in draughty ms and 
byres, with the wind of heaven whistling 
about their flanks and co.yerting their coate 
into imitations of the hedgehog or porcupine. 
Good stock will pay for good housing. Thoy 
will pay for good fee ing, too.” 

'Thé farmor begins te grow roots and coarse 
grains and feed his atuff to his own cattle 
when he raises his cattle with an object ; and 
has stock worth caring for, Good feeding is 
the first necéasity Of good stock, and good 
stock means above overythiog good farmiuy, 
with all that the phrase implies It is true 
that the men of tho past generation and some 
ofthe present, with » virgin soil’ to depend 
upon, have “one very well with common 
atock. But the time has come when farming 
to be successful, must-be carried on upen now 
mothods, and ynder new condittons. Adven- 
titious advantages must be depended ypon no 
more Skill, quergy,a readiness to avai) him- 
gelf of overy now idea worth utilizing, are the 
only reliance of a sensible man now-a-days; 
ani the first thing a gensible mau will do, if 
he has not dong it already, will be to improye 
hig stock ”

Cheese making is detined as an art, not acs 
quired by thecommitting of rules ar by de- 
duction from a scientitic method, Itia m per- 
sonal accomplishment, an individual acquisi- 
tiop, which othors may, or may not, success- 
fully imitate, 

The prospect abems to bo that the relative 
price of cheoso and butter is to remain prac- 
tically unchanged during tho voming season 
and it is wisdom therefore for persons who 
have profitably made butter to’ continue at 
that rather than change to cheese I hose 
who haye a good chopse maker will wisely 
continua at that.

tho world. Thia cheoso stands tho hoat bottor 
than any athor kind, and will therefore be 
apt to tlod a roady marketin the south, No 
taste or amoll of lard is porceptible ) it is a 
groat improvement on skim-milk cheese, and 
contains nothing deleterious to the health, 
Tho cheose js, in fag, licat-class, although it 
tigos got yell quite as high as milk-chooae, 
ho cheeno is branded “lard. cheose,”’ andif so 
branded I see no reason Why it should not 
find a reaty markot, aud the making of it be. 
ome a profitable and honor able industry,

‘ Breeding Sows. 


At this season of the your sows require 
special attention. It has beeo found that 
the great mejority farrow 112 days from 
the time of service; some few will goa 
fow days longer and some will farrow a few 
days soover, bat these are exceptional cases, 

A week before a sow is oxpected to pig pnt 
her in 4 comfortable pon and supply her with 
4 moderate amount of tinely cat straw; if she 
is given long straw, which docs not become 
broken up betoro she farrows,the probabilities 
are sie will lose more or less of her pigs by 
laying on tkemor from their becoming en- 
taugied in the straw while very young. We 
have found it profitable to arrange a pen 
specially for breeding wowe. Arrange eo that 
the bedding would be ina corner of the pen; 
wethen take a two inch plank, 12 inches 
wide, aud from 6 to 8 feet long and nail it 
on the wall, about 8 inches from the floor, 
thus makiny asholf projecting from the wall 
12 inches; one end of this shelf will fit tightly 
against the wall which runs at right angles 
withthe onoon which the plank is nailed ; 
this plank must be securely fastened to the 
wall, and made firm by nailing blocks under 
each end, All these preparations should be 
made before the tow 1s putin the pen. The 
object of tbe shelf is to form! protection ‘for 
the pigs, which will prevent the sow from 
stepping or laying on them, which eq frequent- 
ly occurs when heavy sows farrow in ing'os- 
ures, For ten days before farrowiag and »4 
long after, «sow should have sloppy ‘ood, 
which should benuytritious but not heating, 
At *his time of the year feed boiled ioata ents 
a little bran or shorts, ‘Ten days after farrow- 
ing dangerfrem inflamation is past, and the 
quality of the feed may\beimproved; but|should 
never be of a very heating nature. Raw grains 
or meal should notbe fed to a sow while 
carrying or suckling offspring. Boiled grain 
and roots shouldbe yiven in such qvantities 
asto produco rapid growth in her offspring 
and atthe same time, if possible, keep the 
dam in good condition, Charcoal and wood 
ashes should be given all pigs which are kept 
in an enclosure at least once a tveek,”

“Barly Amber Sugar-Vane.” 


The members of the East Whitby farmers’ 
club have been again discussing the profitable- 
noss of growing this crop, and twenty-eight 
farmers have agreed to grow seventy-six acrea 
for this and next year. As the matter is of 
considerable interest tc our faraiers we sub- 
juin ao extract ;—Dr. McBrien said it was to 
the interest of tho farmer that the company 
should make 'a profit, and the more the better, 
because there would be plenty of companies 
next yeer, which would make competition for 
the cane. Ho said farmers in comparing 
growing the cane with wheat overlooked the 
fact that wheat had to be threshed and mar- 
koted, The cane promised to pay $20 to $30 
to the acre, and $10 besides for seed and 
leaves., it would then pay nearly double what 
could be got oyt of wheat, And that was not 
all, for the cane would leave the land in good 
ordor fora crop of wheat or barley afterwards 
The manufacturer ran the greatest msk and 
the farmor very little, and he though’ fariners 
should take hold ot it....Mr, KR. 4. Bradshaw 
said the farmers in growjog two or three acres 
ran no risk ; it was the company that put in 
the machinery that took thé risk. As a food 
for cattle jt was superior to almost anything 
else, aud if not sold the farmer could feed the 
cane, He would grow a quantity and agree 
to deliver it at $2.50 per ton,...Mr. S. Wash, 
ington complimented the club upon the good 
work it has done, which had extended beyond 
the membership, for the reports ef the mect- 
ings had been very interesting aud profitable 
to him and others at 4 distance. He thought 
farmers should grow this cane at the price 
offered. If the manufacturor mado y large 
prolit in the outeet ao much the be<ter for the 
farmer, for competition would at once spring 
up and pay the farmer the highest possible 
price for%ne cave, Farmers even at a dis. 
ta:oe should grow some to assist the oxperi- 
mont....Some of the Joading farmers of 
Ameliaeburg purpose raising sugar cane this 
year as an experiment for making syrup aod 
sugar. Should it prove a suocess the grange 
will purchase tiikaiuery for pressing.

‘Theshipmenta 
from New York and Boston are still to large 
for the time of year,and are causing a continu- 
ance of the deprevsion in the Eoglish market, 
The following isa report of the Liverpool 
apple market by last mail ;— d 

** Wo regret to have to raport a continoa- 
tion of arrivals of apples out of condition, 
aad the quantity of this classof fruit in the port 
makes it very unsaloable, and our market is 
just as dep essed as it is possible to be. The 
stuck has to be rushed into consumption, and 
very few buyers can bo found. Boston apples 
have nearly all landed almost woithlesr, and 
results are ruinous. New York shipments 
show an improyement in condition, but the 
market is thoroughly depressed, and even 
good stock excites but little competition. 
Canadian fruit has varied very much. Some 
prime, othors very wasty, and prices are low 
all round; Arrivals from March 26th to 
April 2nd are:—Parthia, from New York, 
1,875 brla,; Baltic, do, 4,026 do; City of Bor- 
lin, do, 5,016 do; Palestine, from Boston,820 
do ; Bulgarian, do ; 1,086 do ; Circassian,do, 
2,171 do; Illinois, frou.

Senator Macpherson very properly calls 
publiv attention to the distinction betwoon 
estimates and expenditures. Tho Opposi- 
tion have been of late accustomed to basing 
their caloulations on tho estimates of ex- 
penditure for the year 1881-2, which docs 
not begin till the Ist of July next, ignor- 
ing, of course, the estimates ve as :

The St. George's ‘Society celebrate 
the Annive.sary of the Patron 
saint of ‘Merrie England,” 


A SMALL BUT HEARTY COMPANY. 


Owing, no doubt, to tho destruction of 
Christ Church yesterday afternoon, the at- 
tendance at the St. George’s Dinner, which 
was held at the Dafoe House last night, was 
not so large as it has beon in past yoars, 
Many of the members of the Sovicty aro also 
mombers of Christ Church, and it was but 
natural that those wentlemon did not feel like 
engaging io festivities but a tow hours after 
they had witnessed tho dostruction of the 
editice in which thoy had been accustomed to 
meet from Suaday to Sunday, and which was 
endeared to them by many sacred associations, 
About twenty in all sat down to tho unusually 
sumptuous ropast which had been prepared 
by Mr. Henderson. 

The dining room was tastefully decorated 
in honor of the occasion. At the head of the 
table an onsign was hanging, and above it the 
motto ‘God Save the Queen,” Other mottoes 
and legends, such as ** Che Laud we left and 
the Land we live in,” ‘‘May our Country 

rosper,”” ‘Tho Day and all who honor it,” 

o., covered the walls, whilo a large ensign 
was draped at the foot of the priovipal table 
with the legend ‘‘ Welcome to our Guests’ 
over it.

It was not for him to say anything 
which would reflect on any who were con- 
spicuous by their absence; many of them

Prohibition. 


To the Editor of Uv Intelligencer, 

Sin, — Previous to tho olection which placed 
the lato Mackenzio Goveramont in office, a 
are at mavy of the temperance people of tho 

Jominion, particularly in Ontario, wore led 
to believe that thoy might oxpect laws more 
favorable to their views from the Reformers 
than had boon passed by the Conrervatives, 
because Mr. G. W. Ross, who waa looked 
upon as the leader ot the Prohibitioniats, and 
others who announced thomselves as o posed 
to the liconwing system and in fayor ot pro- 
hibitory laws, wore mombera of that party. 
Those expectations word not realized. Now, 
howover, that that party tinds itself again in 
a minority, its organs once more talk of the 
ovil influences of thé liquor traffic and of the 
benetits which the probibitory laws of Maino 
aod Massachusetts have conferred upon these 
States, no doubt thinking that by this means 
thoy will gain the support of all in Canada 
Who advocate similar enactments for this Do- 
minioa. But there are among the electors of 
the Dominion a large number who aro decid- 
edly favorable to Prohibition, to whom it will 
have toby shown that the Reform part , 
should they return to power, would pe y 
take the matter up and passa Jaw probibit- 
ing tho manufacture and wale of intoxicating 
liquors in the Dominion, before they will 
support that party on that ground. ‘The 
organs haye giyen no reason for the belief 
that this would bs done; they have merely 
been throwing out small baits, but the Pro- 
hibitionists and temperance people will not 
be caught by these, uoleas something more 
substantial is offered, 

Tho Reform party had every opportanit 
to bring forward a xOnita Wey miseaoearite 
their five years of office, had they desired to 
do so, but the only Act bearing on the ques- 
tion passed by them was the Scott Act, which 
ia in reality an amendment tothe Temper- 
ance Act of 1864, introduced by the Hon. Mr. 
Donkin and passed by a Conservative House, 
and Mr, Schultz moved a resolution declaring 
in favor of the immediate enactment of a pro- 
hibitory law, Mr. G. W. Ross came to the 
relief of the Mackenzie Government, and 
moved an amendment evading the question, 
and practically giving it ‘the hoist.” Thus 
not only did the Reform Government oppose 
the prohibitioniste’ yiews, but the man whom 
they bad considered their champion, was the 
one who took the lead against them. In On- 
tario,also, the temperance party have not been 
more fortunate atthe hands ot the Reform party 
It is now evident that the Crooks Act was 
only intended as a blind to the temperance 
people, while it secured for the Government 
oll patronage connected with the granting 
of the licenses. And in the act passed by the 
Ontario Government last session there was a 
clause entirely antagonistic to the views of the 
temperance people. I refer to the clause om- 

wering the commissioners to grant licenses 
or the xale of wines and beer at aamaller fee, 
thus providing for the establishment of resorts 
forthe young men and nurseries for the 
taverns. To make intoxicating liquors more 
easily obtainable is not the way to promote 
sobriety,and when the Reform press are hold- 
ing up the Maine law for admiration, the peo- 
ple will not forget that their party took this 
stop twenty years backwards, 

It is clearly evident{thnt all this talk about 
the prohibitory laws of Maine and Massa- 
chusetts is merely intended to catch the tem- 
perance vote, If the Reform party favored 
the enactment of a prohibitory liquor law, 
why did they burke the question when in 
power? 

If the Reform party were returned to 
power, would their Government introduce s 
law to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquora? Until that question is 
authoritatively auswered the Reform party 
cannot claim and will not receiye the support 
of the temperance people of the Dominion.

LAUNCH OF A MAMMOTH sSCHOONER—140,000 
BUSHELS OF GALN YOR A CANGO ON A DEAFT 
OF YIFTERN FRET, 

Totupo, O., April 22.--The new five-masted 
schooner David Dows, built by M. D, Carring- 
ton, of this city, was successfully launched 
yesterday, in tlie presence of a gathering of 
tive thousand people, Her keel is 265 toet, 
ber Jevgth over all 278 feet, and her total 
carrying capacity 140,000 bushels of grain, 
Her beam is 38 feet 7 inches, average depth 
of hold 21 feet. She carries two large centre 
boards, one 25 the other 27 fect in length, and 
her five masts, with all sail spread, will carry 
70,000 yards of canvas, When fully loaded 
she will draw fifteen feet of water. The total 
coat of this magnificent vessel ready for sail- 
ing will be $100,000. The launch was what 
is known as the ‘sido launch,” and the im- 
menso vessel went smoothly into the water, 
carrying some three hundred people. The 
Dow is the largest vessel on the chain of west- 
ern lakes.

Builp : Hutelligencer. THE RIVAL PROJECTS TO CONNECE TORONTO 


The promotors of the Toronto and Ottawa 
and the Quebec and Ontario railway lines 
aro actively prosecuting preliminary work, 
and both appear determined to go ahead. A 
World man had a talk with Mr. 4. D, How- 
lavd, of the Quebeo and Onterio company, 
thie morning. Howland says that the engi. 
neer has gone over the route and will report 
to a meeting of the provisional directora to be 
held in Montreal next Tuesday. The neves- 
sary capital will bo obtained without difli 
culty, and Mr, Howland is pes phe that the 
line will be surveyed, looa' and grading 
begun this soason. Ho says thoy made a 
fair proposition to the Toronto and Ottawa 
company, agrecing to recoup them for all rea- 
sonable expenses, and give them an Interest 
in the new concern. This was rojoctod, and 
now the Quebee and Untario road will be built 
whethor the proposed rival one is ornot, At 
its western torminus in thie city it will make 
favorable connections with the Credit Valley 
and the Groat \Western, and at its castern 
terminus in Ottawa with the Quebec, Montreal 
and Occidental. Among the Montreal capital- 
ists who take an active interest in the road is 
Mr, Duncan MolIntyre, of the Pacitic railway 
syndicate. 

Mr, John Leys, solicitcr of the Toronto and 
Ottawa company, saya that thoir road is stak- 
ed and finally located from a point ten miles 
west of Peterborough to the village of Arden, 
io Lanark, a distance of 120 miles, Thoy do 
not intend to put any portion of the road un- 
der contract uotil the line is finally located 
between Toronto and Ottawa, but Mr, Leya 
expects that'grading will be fairly under way 
in the course of the summer, Financially,tho 
Toronto and Ottawa ie well fixed. 

Both roads are boand by the terms of the 
charter to pass through the towo of Peterbor- 
ough Wor/d 25th inst.

Customs Collection. 

In hie able letter on the financial atfairs 
of the Dominion, the Hon. Mc. Macpher- 
son says :— ‘‘In 1875-76 the receipts from 
customs revenue were $12,823,837, and 
the cost of collection was $721,008, being 
25.62 on each $100. In 1879-80 the re- 
ceipts from customs were $14,071,545, and 
the ooat of collection was $716,126, being 
$5.08 on each $100. It will thus be seen 
that the cost of collecting the revenue by 
this department for 1879-80 was 540. on 
each $100 leas than in 1875-6, being a com, 
parative saving in favor of 1879-80, the 
first complete year of the present Admin- 
istration, of $75,983. Not only was thore 
this important proportionate economy 
achieved, but the actual expenditure of the 
department was less in 1879-80 than 


the customs revenue for five years to 30th 
June, 1879, was $5.36 on each $100 of 
revenue.”

Manufacturers and dealorsin butter are on 
the war-path, in consequonce of shipmonta ‘of 
oleomargarine, invoiced as butter, from the 
United States to Canada and Europe, Tho 
Secretary of the Troasury has roferred to the 
Attornoy-Goneral tho jucstion whother Col 
lectors of Customs have the power to oxamine 
packages invoiced as butter and offered fur 
shipment to points outside of the United 
States. The question is considered of great 
importance, aud tho decision of the Attorney.

‘Lhe following Nailways wore ropresentod ; 
Credit Valley, Mr. Osler, Toronto ; Canada 
Central, Mr. Molntyro; South Eastern, 
Mr. Chaffee ; Grand Junction, Mr. Bigkford ; 
Quebec, Montreal & Occidental, Mr. Sonecel 
and the Hon. Mr, Charch, The following 
gontlemen wore also in attendance : The 
Hon, Rowire Thibadeau, Hector Camoron, 
M.P., Mr, Archambault, Mr, Honry Howland, 
Toronto ; Mr, Campbell, Toronto, and Mr. W. 
L. Gordon—tho latter, Secretary of the Pro- 
visional Board of Directors.

A OaritoL, c Conservative, 


A Time-W orn Suit Decided. 


The following account of a time-worn 


suit, lasting 28 years, we take from the | #2 side. 


Montreal correspondence, of the Mail:—An 

important case was decided in the Court of 

Appeals which has beén in litigation hore 

for many years. Mr, Millor,the appellant, 

in 1851 became acquainted with the Oon- 

nolly family, composed of four sisters and 

one brother, Onoof them became his wife; 

another was Mrs, Ooleman, while a third 
had taken the veil and entereda nunnery. 

Mra, Coleman and Mrs. Miller were the 
only members of the family who ever mar- 
ried, Mr, Millor was asuccessful merchant 
and became, so to. speak, the center of the 
family, which was in rather reduced circum- 
stances. In 1852 Mr, Miller began to ad- 
vance money to Mr, Coleman, his brother- 
in-law, who died in the same year, Tho 
appollant continued to advance money to 
the widow, who had two daughters, one of 
them Mrs. Globensky, the respondent. 
The other died single. After the death of 
Mr. Coleman his widow and her two dangh- 
ters came to reside at Mr, Miller’s house. 
Tho deceased Mr. Coleman had only one 
piece of property, situated in Belleville,and 
consisting of amill and two houses which 
produced an income of about $500 per an- 
nim. This property was heavily mortgag- 
ed. Mrs. Coleman administered this pro- 
perty until her death in 1853, when the 
mortgages were left unpaid, and her two 
daughters consigned to the caro of Mr. 
Miller. Catharine Connolly,who also had 
come to live with him, died in 1855, and 
Mrs, Miller the following year, so that Mr, 
Miller alone remained with his two nioces, 
the Misses Coleman. One of the 
nieces died in 1861, leaving the © res- 
pondent alone. {in 1868 the remain- 
ing niece became of age and married Mr. 
Globensky. Soon after her marriage she 
brought an action against Mr. Miller asking 
an account of the estate of her father and 
mother. In the interval since the death of 
Mr. and.-Mre,Coleman, Mry Miller had 
paid off the morienees on the Belleville 
property, He anst to this action by 
rendering a minute account of his admin- 
istration, claiming that he had spent $20,- 
000 more than he had received from the 
estate, Although the evidence was confined 
to Mr. Miller's own statemeut, he was con- 
demned by Judge Sicotte to pay $41,378 
to respondent, the court holding that though 
never appointed a tutor he had acted as 
such, and was accountable in the same 
ball ‘manner as a legal tutor, A 
penal clause was attached to the judgment 
condemning him to go to gaol until the 
amount should be paid in principal, inter- 
est, and costs, The amount was so heavy 
that he could not afford to give security 
for the principal.. While he appealed 
fromthe judgment he availed himself of a 
provision of the law which allowed him to 
declare that he did not object to the execu- 
tion of the judgment,so that he was only 
bound to give security forthe costs of ap- 


peal. The case in the Court of Appoals was

of ‘details, extending over a period of twenty-

Jamos Bowie lay for months in his bed in 
the city of Natohes, before ho recovered from 
his wound, He was a man of much mochani- 
cal ingenuity, and while thas contined whittl- 
ed from a pieoo of white pine the model of a 
hunting-koife, which he sont to two brothers 
named Blackman, in tho city of Natohos, and
